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mA Cherry Hill Farm 


The Great Show Farm of the North Shore 


Ap HE farm itself is located on one of ne high=” 

est points in Essex County, the dairy 
buildings sitting on the summit of a crest 
just back of the mansion house. 

The main dairy building was constructed 
at a cost of $10,000, and is equipped with every 
facility for safeguarding Cherry Hill Farm 
milk. Close by the dairy building is one of the 
most finely equipped modern dairy barns in New 
England. 

With the exception of the hospital, nowhere 
else is such active warfare carried on against dirt, flies, 
and bacteria as at the Cherry Hill Farm. 

The dairy barn, housing the Cherry Hill Farm 
herd, is lighted thoroughly by many adjustable win- 
dows and scientifically ventilated by the most modern 
system. The barn is painted white throughout; the ceil- 
ing is of hardwood finish, oil polished. ‘The floor is of 
smooth finish concrete, while the drinking troughs, also 
of concrete, are fed by ‘flowing spring water brought from 
a spring of such crystal clearness that a photograph makes 
iteappear empty. 

Scrupulous care is used to prevent the accumulation 
of dirt, and the Cherry Hill stables are as clean and fresh 
as the most conscientious housekeeper could demand of 
her kitchen. 

Cherry Hill Farm milk has a twelve-year record of 
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causing no deaths from cholera infantum or tuberculosis. 

The great herd of eighty cows makes it absolutely 
essential that the four principles of scientific milking be 
rigidly adhered to; viz., quickness, quietness, cleanliness 
and thoroughness, and this is done by experts thoroughly 
trained under the guidance of the herdsman. 

The small top “milk pail used at Cherry Hill Farm 
is essential for the production of clean milk. 

The bottles that are returned to the farm are first 
soaked in a strong solution of washing soda, stronger 
than anything known in the average kitchen. They are 
then cleaned on revolving brushes and soaked again in 
washing soda. Next they are rinsed in clean water and 
inverted in the sterilizing racks, which are placed in the 
sterilizer and subjected to live steam. This provides a 
sterile bottle for Cherry Hill Farm milk. 

The Cherry Hill Farm herd consists of Jerseys and 
Guernseys, with a few grade cows of other kinds. It is 
the consensus of apinion among physicians that the best

milk is that from a mixed herd of healthy cows. 

The cows are subjected to the tuberculin test twice 
every year, no animal being admitted to the herd until 
it has received this test. 

That there may be no dust 
during the milking, the floors 
and the cows are sprayed and 
no feed is given until the milk- 
ing is over. The cows are 
thoroughly groomed, washed 
with water and soap, and dried 
with towels, to be sure that 
they are clean and that there is 
no opportunity for dirt to get 
into the milk. 

The men who milk the cows 
are examined regularly by the 
Boston Medical Milk Commis- 
sion. They are provided with 
clean white suits and caps 
daily and before milking must 
wash their hands and clean their 
fingernails. 

The old fashioned milking stool is unknown at 
Cherry Hill farm; in its place we find the modern metal 
milking stool, which is sterilized before using. 

Within eight minutes after leaving the cow, Cherry 
Hill Farm milk has been weighed and “recorded, and has 
entered the dairy building for cooling and bottling. The 


. aerator is so constructed that it is thoroughly sterilized 


by live steam before use, and every part of the filler can 
be taken apart, cleansed and sterlized. One man only is 
allowed in this room; he fills the bottles and applies the 
sanitary cover, which is held in place with a metal band 
and eliminates any possibility of milk being contaminated 
during subsequent handling.

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| How to Use Shrubbery for Effect 


By MARY HARROD NORTHEND 


N the planting of shrubbery intended to beautify the 
* grounds it is well to choose different varieties as 
‘many of them cannot be grown for several years. For 
‘immediate effects select shrubs of beautiful form and 
foliage until the plantings are ready for bloom. Great 
eare should be taken that those requiring rigid pruning 
‘or of straggly habits should be excluded until growth 
‘makes them presentable. 
Immediate effect cannot be obtained by close plant- 
‘ing which dwarfs and causes incorrect development in 
‘some kinds of plants. Evergreens whose beauty de- 
pends on perfection of form are bruised if they come 
in contact with other specimens and receive lasting 
injury. | 
A great boon to the gardener is found in plants 
of variegated foliage—the dwarf Japanese maple groups 
which are very beautiful. A group of several varieties 
_of this brilliant new shrub is particularly pleasing when 
so placed that the eye glancing at sober masses of ever- 
green is held by their crimson and gold shades. These 
maples are hardy and not exacting as to location. They 
should be planted four and a half feet apart in moder- 
ately fertile soil and six feet apart in very rich localities. 


Evergreens solve the problem of immediate effect; 
when planted near deciduous plants of-unpleasing form 
‘their bold symmetrical outlines divert attention from 
‘their awkward neighbors. 


near the foundations of dwellings in nearly any kind 
‘of soil. Evergreens that are planted in April should 
“be set out as early in the month as possible with large 
clumps of earth held in place by sacking. 

The weigelia is another shrub that is valuable for 
early effect. The late blooming varieties should bloom 
‘the same year as when planted. The variegated wie- 
gelia bears its flowers in June but if it should not bloom 
the first year, the beauty of its foliage alone is remark- 
able. Being a low shrub it should be placed in front 
of shrubbery masses. 


The dwarf azalea and the Chinese privet are orna- 
mental for their foliage, the azalea being evergreen and 
both June bloomers. The Hypericum Van Fleeti, or 
golden lace, is a late August flowering shrub, bearing 
masses of yellow blossoms until the coming of the frost. 


The golden-leafed elder and the purple-leafed plum 
are valuable for foliage characteristics. Choose speci- 
mens from three to four feet in height and plant them 
in the center or towards the back of the group. 

The Chinese matrimony vine thrives easily in any 
spot and because of its graceful drooping form makes 
pleasing contrast with other shrubs. Harmonious ef- 
fects for screening are obtained from the rambler roses 
and the Wichuriana or memorial rose which ean be de- 
pended upon for rapid growth. They throw out shoots 
15 or 16 feet long. Care should be taken to get plants 


The arborvitae, dwarf pine, 
low growing junipers and box are useful for planting 


three years old at least to be sure of the strongest 
growth. 

In setting the plants great care should be takea 
that the roots do not become dry and shrivelled al- 
though very moist roots can be planted in rather dry 
soil. ‘ 

In between the shrubbery it is well to plant bulbs, 
hyacinths, large trumpet narcissus and jonquils as well 
as the crocus. These, dotted through the lawn, give a 
pleasing contrast of color in the early spring before the 
planting has materialized. 

The White French Roman is one of the earliest 
hyacinths to blossom; each bulb of this species produces 
several flower spikes. A later variety is the Pink Freneh 
Roman, semi-double, and so pale as to be almost white. 
Later comes the Blue French Roman, the blossoms of 
which are rather scanty for display. The White Italian 
is later still and blooms well but needs an extra two 
weeks in the dark for best development. 

Miniature Dutch hyacinths which are found in al- 
most every tint are very satisfactory and last a long 
time in good condition, proving an excellent variety for 
lawn planting among shrubbery. ; 

The nareissus gives a continuous effect of color 
which is necessary before the planting of shrubbery 
reaches perfection. They should preferably be planted 
in wet places. 

There are many places where the planting of shrub- 
bery should be carefully considered to be effective. An 
outside corner or the blank space of a wall where there 
are no windows affords an opportunity for deutzias that 
is very effective, the blossoming period covering two 
months. As they dwell in the shade they have the ad- 
ditional advantage of being adaptable for use near the 
house. 

Few trees are so effective as the red cedar. A shrub- 
bery group of junipers, barberries, holly, hypericums, 
are good when well matched, while the dwarf azalea 
and the Chinese privet are ornamental for their foliage, 
the former being an evergreen. .

The widening of Humphrey st., Swampscott, and the 
work of making it into a state boulevard is progressing 
rapidly. The houses on both sides of the thoroughfare 
have been moved back several feet and a retaining wall 
of concrete has been constructed between Fishermen’s 
beach and a point about 500 yards below Monument sq. 
At present all vehicles are diverted at Monument sq., and 
although this makes the approach to the Swampscott and 
Clifton none too easy, the new road will be ample com-

disaster. At no time of the year could such a disaster 
fall more opportunely, as far as the North Shore is 
concerned, for just now hundreds of the country’s most 
noted people——men and women who are leaders in their 
own cities and towns the country over, are gathered here 
for the summer.

Some are working in the city itself; many 
have been working in towns nearby doing their part with 
others, and on all hands there has been evidence of sin- 
cere and real interest in the many activities incident to 
carrying on the monstrous work of relief. North Shore 
visitors have demonstrated the human side of their be- 
ing in this case as in no other in a life time. They 
have endeared themselves to the people of Salem and 
surrounding towns in no uncertain measure. 


Tus MAGNIFICENT Work of the North Shore Babies 
Hospital in the present trying crisis in Salem certainly 
ought to commend itself to the continued approbation of 
North Shore people. Supported in a large measure by 
contributions of the North Shore colony at Beverly and 
along the shore into Manchester, as well as receiving 
the support of local people in the territory between Lynn 
and Gloucester, the hospital has been a means of great 
good in recent years, especially since its removal from 
one of the islands off the shore to the mainland in North 
Salem.

Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government

Sweltering and Statesmanship 

Obstreperous politicians have giv- 
en up all hope of adjourning Con- 
gress, and it is said that the Demc- 
cratic leaders are agreed with Presi- 
dent Wilson that the anti-trust legis- 
Jation must be on the statute books 
before the final curtain is rung down 
on the present session. In Boston, a 
favorite ‘‘humorist’’ has remarked 
that ‘‘when the days begin to short- 
en, the heat begins to hotten.’’ In 
support of the New England rhym- 
ster it is observed that since the 
twenty-second of June the weather 
has been so hot in the National Capi- 
tal that the pavements have furnish- 
ed an elasticity that ought to make 
the ad-writers for O’Sullivan’s rub- 
ber heels green with envy, because 
of their lack of power of description. 
The general notion that a Senator or 
a Representative is a big fat man 
who finds it necessary to mop his 
perspiring countenance with a hand- 
kerehief about the size of a pillow 
case, is a little far fetched—but the 
fats and the leans who are saving 
the country actually do flourish best 
in the shade. Most of them are apt 
to be discovered arrayed in light 
flannel or duck suits, and the negli- 
gee costume is completed with tail- 
ored silk shirts and white shoes. The 
net result is that in Washington peo- 
ple appear much as they do in the 
tropies. The older members of Con- 
gress have spent their summers at 
the Capital for six years, and with 
the heat to goad them, even the 
belligerents have given up the ghost 
of resistance, and surrendered to the 
wishes of the Administration. In 
fact, a good many of the mighty 
solons are in an almost comatose 
condition, and are quite willing to 
put through almost any kind of anti- 
trust bills, providing they can hast- 
en the return to their own baliwicks, 
and give their attention to their 
political fences, which in many cases 
are badly out of repair. Last year 
Congress had a continuous perfor- 
mance, and there was no vacation, 
and as the time approaches when the 
frost will be on the pumpkin and 
the fodder in the shock, sweltering 
statesmen hope to forswear head- 
achy politics, and renew their friend- 


ly relations with old cronies and 
neighbors. It is a queer sort of a 
Statesman that is not ready to say 
‘‘amen’’ to the demand of the coun- 
try that Congress adjourn. 


Live Stock on the Ranges 


The forest service makes the state- 
ment that at least one-twentieth of 
the stock bred on the open ranges 
of the west dies before it reaches 
market age. The waste in western 
live stock bred on the open ranges 
is said to add millions of dollars to 
the people’s meat bills, and gives 
one more cause for the high cost of 
living. Exposure is the principal 
cause assigned for the large death 
rate among stock. It is quite inter- 
esting to note that the development 
of the west has not materially re- 
duced the number of animals which 
prey upon domestic live stock, and 
the forest service estimates that sev- 
eral million dollars worth of stock is 
killed annually by wild beasts. How- 
ever, during the past eight years for- 
est officers have killed over 35,000 pre- 
datory animals, consisting of coy- 
otes, wolves, bears, mountain lions, 
wild cats, ete. Another phase of 
forestry is contained in a communi- 
cation from an Arizona Indian chief, 
read in the Senate a few days ago, 
in which the claim was made that 
the national forests were already 
overcrowded with stock. ‘The Indian 
further went on to say that his peo- 
ple could not compete with the 
white man as_ stock-raisers, and 
made a plea for money appropria- 
tions instead of continued allotments 
of live stock. 


The Dead Letter Office 


A year ago there were 180 employ- 
ees in the dead letter office. Now 
there are about eighty. The reason 
is found in the fact that the sleuths 
who fathom the mysteries of poor 
addresses have become more _ profi- 
cient in their work, and that better 
results have been obtained in tracing 
badly addressed mail and turning 
it over to the several postoffices and 
division and_ railroad centers 
throughout the country. Foreign 
mail, which has in the past been the 
source of much concern to the dead 
letter office, is now handled largely 
at the ports of entry of this country. 
The dead letter office was established 
almost ninety year ago, and is one 
of Washington’s oldest and most 
widely celebrated institutions. Un- 
lke many of the divisions of the De- 
partment it was created by statute, 
but became an institution resulting 
from regulations that letters be sent 
to the ‘‘dead letter office.’’ Before 


1860 no detailed record was kept of 
its transactions; although. the re- 
cords show the receipt of 380,000 
letters in 1830 and 900,000 in 1837. 
The Senate adopted a resolution on 
March 9, 1857, requesting the Post- 
master General to state the number 
of letters received in the dead letter 
office during the fiseal year, and to 
determine what further legislation 
was necessary to diminish the num- 
ber of such letters and to provide 
for their return to senders. The 
receipts for that year were 2,500,000 
letters and parcels. In 1861 Con- 
gress passed an act providing that 
all money found in undelivered dead 
letters was to be used to promote the 
efficiency of the dead letter office. 
In 1862 the report stated that when 
letters containing postage stamps or 
articles valued at less than $1 could 
not be restored to the writer, they 
were to be destroyed with their con- 
tents. In 1862 Congress authorized 
the return of all letters bearing the 
names of writers whose contents 
provided sufficient revenue to pay 
the clerk employed to handle them. 
The percentage of money found in 
unclaimed letters was nearly four 
times greater before 1864 than at 
present. The money order system 
was established in 1864. Stamped 
envelopes imprinted with the ad- 
dress of senders and request for re- 
turn were issued by the government 
in 1865 for the purpose of securing 
the return of letters to writers with- 
out opening. There were employed 
in 1875, 29 men and 50 women, and 
the office was mentioned as a model 
of industry and punctuality. Last 
year the force consisted of about 180 
persons handling more than 13,000,- 
000 pieces of mail matter annually, 
and returning without charge all 
matter paid at the letter rate. 


Mills of Government Grind 
Exceeding Slow 


There apears to be considerable 
joy in the Postoffice Department 
over the fact that after July 1 
money orders will be made payable 
at any postal money order office in 
the country. Postmaster General 
Burleson is certainly entitled to a good 
deal of credit for having really ac- 
complished this reform, as it is a 
thing that the postoffice officials and 
postmaster generals have been talk- 
ing about for at least twenty years. 
The ‘‘reform’’ shows difference in 
the manner of doing things under 
government and private methods, as 
the express companies have for 
years made their orders payable the 
manner now provided by the post- 
office.

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Rafe’s Chasm, Norman’s Woe and The Flume

al architecture to that region. ‘The 
whole rock-bound coast of New 
England is simply lined with fan- 
tastic and awe-inspiring handiworks 
by her... It is with such rough, yet 
wondrous and beautiful art that she 
enthralls mankind. The wild and 
romantic aspects of a scene always 
stir the dormant passions of youth 
in our veins. How we yearn to battle 
the leaping, swishing breakers as 
they come rolling fiercely in upon 
the beach; and how we admire the 
sailors who we know are struggling 
with mountainous waves far beyond 
the dim horizon! 

Undoubtedly one of the most 
charming points of interest along the 
North Shore is Rafe’s Chasm, at 
Magnolia, which, if the tourist does 
not visit, he will always regret. The 
mere mention of the word ‘‘chasm” 
sets in motion a train of thoughts 
which are certain to be of a vivid 
nature. The same is true of Nor- 
man’s Woe. Both of these creations 
of Nature are certain to awaken in us 
the inherited passions of our sturdy 
ancestors. ‘This is more so if we 
are acquainted with the legends and 
traditions, about which such curious 
works of Nature there ate usually 
many. 

A trip to Rafe’s Chasm enables 
the tourist to see Norman’s Woe, 
and the Flume also. The Shore 
Road, which leads to the Chasm, is 
a very picturesque one, almost skirt- 
ing the edge of the water to the 
path leading from the main road to 
the Chasm. (‘To the uninformed, | 
may say that the path begins near the 
small stretch of white fence on Hes- 
perus Avenue). A drive over this 
shady road is as interesting as it 1s 
enjoyable, since it is lined with many 
of Magnolia’s most beautiful rest- 
dences. 

As the tourist follows the winding 
path towards the Chasm and ap- 
proaches, he becomes conscious of a 
dull, rumbling sound, resembling dis- 
tant thunder. This rumbling sound

This is more so after a heavy storm 
has swept the coast. Watching 
the huge, dashing waves breaking in 
the Chasm with teriffic violence 
makes one stand with abated breata 
and a certain gripping at the heart. 
Mr. Henry C. Leonard, in his little 
book “Pigeon Cove and Vicinity,” 
describes this wonderful scene gra- 
phically: “On a calm day this fissure 
in the jagged ledge gives an impres- 
sion of irresistible force,——of the 
Power that rules the ocean, and that 
makes the earth to be at peace or 
to toss and shake with mighty throes. 
On the day of tempest, rushing into 
it violently, spouting spray many 
feet into the air, like huge monsters 
of the deep, and making a noise like 
the thunder of the clouds, the waves 
reveal somewhat of the might and 
terror which are hidden in the earth, 
the air, and the sea.’ These few 
sentences describe the Chasm as well 
as it is possible for words to picture 
a scene of such natural wildness. In 
order to be appreciated, it must be 
visited. 

The Chasm, which is a deep fis- 
sure cut by Nature into the solid 
ledge, extends inward about two 
hundred feet. It has a depth of 
sixty feet; and an irregular width 
ranging from three to fifteen feet. 
In the entrance is a large, flat, ellip- 
tical rock, covered entirely with 
green seaweed, which resembles at 
low tide the snaky locks of Medusa 
as it is gently moved back and forth 
by the waves. 

The Chasm has claimed one vic- 
tim. In 1879, Miss Martha Marvin 
of Walton, N. Y., was swept off the 
rocks into the chasm by the large 
waves. An iron cross was erected 
to her memory by the summer resi- 
dents, but this has been removed 
during the past few years. Post- 
cards, however, may be obtained of 
the Chasm which show the iron 
cross beside it. The cross seems to 
fill our expectations, for the visitor 
cannot associate the Chasm with 
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anything except danger and death. This comparison is 
intensified by the doleful ringing of a bell-buoy just off 
Norman’s Woe. 

Norman’s Woe is a large rock lying a few hundred 
yards from the mainland and it may be seen from

the path near the Chasm. It has a curious forma- 
tion as may be seen in the accompanying photo- 
graph, resembling very much at low tide a gigantic skate, 
he tradition connected with Norman’s Woe is interesting. 
In alluding to it in his above-mentioned book, Mr. Leon- 
ard quotes Mr. Babson as follows: “ It is a large rock lying 
a few rods from the shore which the sea leaves bare at low 
water. ‘The tradition that a man named Norman was 
shipwrecked and lost there, has no other confirmation 
than that derived from the name itself. A William Nor- 
man was an early settler in Manchester; and a Richard 
Norman is shown by the probate records of Essex County 
to have sailed on a voyage from which he never returned 
home, some time before 1682. The doleful name applied 


The Hermit of Cape Ann 


THE hermit of Cape 
Ann, M. A. Wal- 
ton, is beginning to re- 
ceive his usual quota of 
summer visitors. His 
register shows an aver- 
age of 4,000 visitors 
yearly. Among. those 
who have visited the 
Hermitage lately are 
merbers of the W. S.

It will be 30 years in 
August since Mr. Wal- 
ton left Boston broken 
down in health and 
sought the woods of Cape Ann, where he soon regained 
his health. This month he will be 76 years old, and boasts 
of having never worn glasses and that he is able to walk 
into Gloucester every other day of the year. He has a 
brother, Dr. Alfred Walton of Bar Harbor, Maine, who is 
still a practicing surgeon at the age of 82. 
The Hermitage, which he built himself, is a snug 
little cabin, fitted out with a modern cook stove, settees 
and one arm chair, The walls are lined with shelves

to this spot may commemorate a misfortune to one of 
these individuals.”’ Many writers, and particularly poets 
claim that the above tradition is founded on fact. 


Longfellow has, perhaps, given Norman’s Woe its 
greatest fame in his ‘‘Wreck of the Hesperus,” of which 
the last verse is the most impressive: 


“Such was the wreck of the Hesperus, 
In the midnight and the snow! 

Christ save us all from a death like this, 
On the reef of Norman’s Woe!” 


As we look at the formidable reef, and listen to the 
weird ringing of the bell-buoy, we silently agree with the 
poet in his prayer. 

Retracing our footsteps to the Chasm, and then fol- 
lowing the path along the shore for five or ten minutes, 
we come to the Flume. This is a channel extending into 
the cliff of the shore about one hundred and fifty feet, 
with a width of forty inches, and with almost perpendicu- 
lar sides. The bottom of it is not covered with water as 
is the Chasm, and it is possible to climb down to the 
bottom. Standing at the bottom and looking up, one can 
see several large boulders wedged between the perpen- 
dicular sides, forming natural footbridges for crossing 
the narrow channel. The booming of the water in the 
entrance reverberates back and forth in the narrow fissure 
with a hollow sound, and causes a mantle of solemnity . 
to fall upon the visitor. The Flume is as interesting as . 
the Chasm, and equally as picturesque. 


Thus with but a short expenditure of time, the visitor 
can enjoy these three places of natural interest, which all 
possess that indefinable mysteriousness of Nature. Such 
a visit should not be neglected by anyone who appreciates 
the beauties of Nature.

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Cherry Hill Farm 


T HE farm itself is located on one of the high- 
est points in Essex County, the dairy 
buildings sitting on the summit of a crest 
f just back of the mansion house. 

The main dairy building was constructed 
-at a cost of $10,000, and is equipped with every 
facility for safeguarding Cherry Hill Farm 
milk. Close by the dairy building is one of the 
most finely equipped modern dairy barns in New 
_ England. 

With the exception of the hospital, nowhere 
else is such active warfare carried on against dirt, flies, 
_ and bacteria as at the Cherry Hill Farm. 

_- The dairy barn, housing the Cherry Hill Farm 
. Herd. is lighted thoroughly by many adjustable win- 
_ dows and scientifically ventilated by the most modern 
system. ‘The barn is painted white throughout; the ceil- 
ing is of hardwood finish, oil polished. The floor is of 


smooth finish concrete, while the drinking troughs, also 


of concrete, are fed by flowing spring water brought from 
_ a spring of such crystal clearness that a photograph makes 
_ it appear empty. 
- _ Serupulous care is used to prevent the accumulation 
_ of dirt, and the Cherry Hill stables are as clean and fresh 
as the most conscientious housekeeper could ,demand of 
~ her kitchen. 
Cherry Hill Farm milk has a twelve-year record of 


causing no deaths from cholera infantum or tuberculosis. 

The great herd of eighty cows makes it absolutely 
essential that the four principles of scientific milking be 
rigidly adhered to; viz., quickness, quietness, cleanliness 
and thoroughness, and this is done by experts thoroughly 
trained under the guidance of the herdsman. 

The small top milk pail used at Cherry Hill Farm 
is essential for the production of clean milk. 

The bottles that are returned to the farm are first 
soaked in a strong solution of’ washing soda, stronger 
than anything known in the average kitchen. They are 
then cleaned on revolving brushes and soaked again in 
washing soda. Next they are rinsed in clean water and 
inverted in the sterilizing racks, which are placed in the 
sterilizer and subjected to live steam. This provides a 
sterile bottle for Cherry Hill Farm milk. 

The Cherry Hill Farm herd consists of Jerseys and 
Guernseys, with a few grade cows of other kinds. It is 
the consensus of opinion among physicians that the best

milk is that from a mixed herd of healthy cows. 

The cows are subjected to the tuberculin test twice 
every year, no animal being admitted to the herd until 
it has received this test. 

That there may be no dust 
during the milking, the floors 
and the cows are sprayed and 
no feed is given until the milk- 
ing Mise over.) Lhe “cows, ‘are 
thoroughly .groomed, washed 
with water and soap, and dried 
with towels, to be sure that 
they are clean and that there is 
no opportunity for dirt to get 
into the milk. 

The men who milk the cows 
are examined regularly by the 


Boston Medical Milk Commis- 
sion. ‘They are provided with 
clean white suits and = caps 


daily and before milking must 
wash their hands and clean their 
fingernails. 

The old fashioned 


milking stool is unknown at 
Cherry Hill farm; in its place we find the modern metal 
milking stool, which is sterilized before using. 

Within eight minutes after leaving the cow, Cherry 
Hill Farm milk has been weighed and recorded, and has 
entered the dairy building for cooling and bottling. The 
aerator is so constructed that it is thoroughly sterilized 
by live steam before use, and every part of the filler can 
be taken apart, cleansed and sterlized. One man only is 
allowed in this room; he fills the bottles and applies the 
sanitary cover, which is held in place with a metal band 
and eliminates any possibility of milk being contaminated 
during subsequent handling.

TO CONNECT WATER SYSTEMS 


The Gloucester Times of last Wed- 
nesday printed the following: “Sev- 
eral conferences have recently taken 
place between the water commission- 
ers of this city and Manchester, hav- 
ing in view the connecting of the 
water systems of the two municipali- 
ties for the better protection of each 
in case of a break in the water pipes. 

“The project was suggested to the 
Manchester water commissioners 
some years ago, but the superinten- 
dent and members of the board at 
that time did not look upon the pro- 
ject with favor, thinking that Glou- 
cester was reaping the greater portion 
of the benefit. 

“The present board are understood 
to be more favorably inclined towards 
the project, as in case a connection is 
made the town will get the benefit of 
a larger water system, while Magno- 
lia will receive protection in case of a 
break, as was the case last week, 
when the great hotel section was 
without water for five hours, although 
with the completion of the main which 
is now being laid through Hesperus 
avenue this danger would be practi- 
cally obviated. 

“The matter came up at the meeting 


_ of the Manchester board last evening, 


but as the town meeting voted against 
the project when it was under consid- 
eration some years ago, the board did 
not feel authorized to act in the mat- 
ter, but at the first town meeting will 
insert an article in the warrant, and 
will recommend favorable action. 
“Tn order to make the connection it 
will only be necessary to make an ex- 


tension of about 150 feet on one side 


of the line, and 35 feet on the 
other. The mains in each direction 
are 10-inch pipe, and it is proposed to 
place a gate at the line between the 
two municipalities which can be open- 
ed in case of emergency.” 

As a matter of fact we understand 
only one member of the Manchester 
water board favors this project, which 
we believe has much in it to merit the 
attention of the voters. It is not un- 
likely that the matter will be placed 
before the town at some future meet- 
ing. 


North Shore Not Fully Awake to Its 
Opportunities 

There is a class of summer pro- 
vender, such as radishes, lettuce, ber- 
ries, oysters, lobsters, the value of 
which depends almost wholly upon 
their freshness. -Cunners and _ lob- 
sters, perch and mackerel just out 
of the water—strawberries and 
blackberries just off the vine,— 
would be expected to command, in 
the markets of the North Shore, 
where buyers do not count their 
pence, but are rather bent upon 
‘‘oetting the best,’’ a price quite in 
advance of the general market. Here 
is a region where many kinds of 
sea-products, and many kinds of 
market-gardening products might be 
had straight from nature’s store- 
house, and a little push and organiz- 
ing faculty would be expected to 
set up a local market where these 
supplies could be collected and dis- 
tributed at fountain head in such 
amount as to make such an enter- 
prising purveyor rich. 

But the fish coming from the 
waters of the bay is now mostly 


brought into Gloucester taken in 
ears by night from Gloucester to 
Boston, and from Boston brought 
back to Salem or Beverly consumers 
after many hours delay. And much 
of the market-gardening which 
might be raised’ about the North 
Shore (a good deal of it is), lke 
berries, radishes, lettuce, is sent to 
the larger markets to be treated to- 
the same deteriorating process of 
transportation. 

The North Shore people are 
strange folk. From Beverly Cove 
down to the Manchester line, and 
further, there is not only no hotel or 
public house, but no trace of board- 
ing rooms where a pleasure-seeker 
visiting this widely advertised resort 
can find a resting place for a week. 
Probably no section of the country 
in this region is more bepraised and 
bewritten than this, from James Rus- 
sell Lowell down. The curiosity of 
travelers is thoroughly awake about 
it. But the wish for seclusion and 
retirement, which has prompted its 
summer sojourners to build here and 
to beautify its wild and picturesque 
retreats, has thoroughly shielded 
them from the invasion. This is by 
no means strange. The public house 
is not a desideratum. But the sum- 
mer market seems to be so.—Salem 
News.

Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones

Washington, July 7, 1914. 

LAKE SUPERIOR TO THE GULF 
The states of Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota have descended upon the 
Board of Engineers for Rivers and 
Harbors, and have pointed out the 
feasibility of a waterway between 
the head of the Great Lakes and the 
Mississippi River. This seems to be 


an era of canals, since the Panama . 


Canal is about ready for business, 
while Cape Cod has been severed to 
shorten the distance between New 
York and Boston by many hours. 
Governor Eberhardt of Minnesota 
headed the commissioners and was 
accompanied by State Senator 
George H. Sullivan of Minnesota 
and Ed. L. Peet and John Chinnock, 
representing the state of Wisconsin. 
The gentlemen pointed out that a 
preliminary survey of the proposed 
canal has already been made by the 
government engineers who have 
found that from an _ engineering 
standpoint the plan is entirely fea- 
sible. The new waterway is to 
start at Allouez Bay, near Superior, 
and the canal is carried across coun- 
try for twenty-five miles, connect- 
ing with the Brule River, which in 
the time of Grover Cleveland ob- 
tained renown as a trout stream, be- 
cause the Presidential angler was ac- 
customed to cast his ‘‘fly’’ in those 
waters. {he Brule river, the St. 
Croix furnish a direct outlet to the 
Mississippi. This water route, 200 
miles in length, will give St. Paul 
and Minnesota the advantage of 
cheap» water transportation. Under 
present conditions seventy-two per 
cent. of the railroad freight between 
the head of Lake Superior and the 
Twin Cities is coal and it was shown 
that the water freight on this com- 
modity from Buffalo to Duluth is 
thirty cents a ton, while it costs 
g6 cents a ton for soft coal and 
$1.20 a ton for hard coal for the ad- 
ditional short railroad haul from 
Duluth to Minneapolis. The com- 
missioners pointed out that the 
single item of coal alone furnishes 
a reason why a canal should be con- 
structed. The immense traffic in this 
commodity would be met by an 
equally important demand for the 
use of the canal for the transporta- 
tion of flour and general merchan- 
dise from St, Paul and Minneapolis, 


while the wheat and corn producing 
states along the Mississippi and 
Missouri would thus be provided 
with transportation directly to the 
head of the Lakes. The main stick- 
ler of the whole proposition seems to 
hinge upon what would appear to 
be a trivial consideration, and that 
refers to the type of barge that 
would be most feasible for use on 
the canal. It is explained that this 
creat project affords means of trans- 
portation that will lessen the cost 
to the consumer of fuel going west, 
and food products carried eastward. 
This gigantic enterprise will cost 
from $8,000,000 to $10,000,000, but 
the commissioners claim that the 
traffic already in sight is sufficient 
to pay a substantial dividend on the 
investment from the start. Senator 
Nelson and a number of Congress- 
men appeared with the commission- 
ers, and added their support to the 
demand of Wisconsin and Minneso- 
ta for the completion of the survey 
at the earliest possible date. 


Our AFFAIRS WITH THE JAPS 

The final publication of the cor- 
respondence between the United 
States and Japan relating to Cali- 
fornia’s anti-alien policy, has devel- 
oped even a milder presentation 
than most people at the National 
Capital expected. Japan very sue- 
cessfully made the Roosevelt, Tatt 
and Wilson administration very un- 
comfortable, and Capitol Hill 
breathed long deep draughts of re- 
lief when Colonel Goethals let it ve 
known that the Panama Canal was 
ready to put warships through the 
locks in case an emergency arose. 
Since then the administration has 
not become so excited over the per- 
formanees of Japan, although it was 
declared by Senator William Alden 
Smith of Michigan that the visit of 
a Japanese naval officer to Huerta 
precipitated the American attack up- 


-on Vera Cruz. 


THE SECRETS OF CONGRESS 

Senator Stone has apparently 
thrown wide open the question as to 
whether it is advisable to continue 
running the government by secret 
methods, and it is altogether likely 
that his challenge to the effect that 
Senators who have divulged some- 
thing of the proceedings of the com- 
mittee having in charge the _ hear- 
ings on treaties, have violated their 
honor, will be met. The American 
people are greatly interested in the 
pending treaty with Colombia, and 
many of them would like to know 
the inside reasons for the proposed 
payment of $25,000,000. There ap- 


parently is no objection to an ap- 
ology being offered to Colombia if it 
is actually due that country. The 
large issue is the growing impatience 
against practices in Congress by 
which treaties are considered in se- 
cret as well as the processes of ex- 
ecutive sessions of the Senate and 
secret committee meetings, and par- 
ty caucuses. Senator Norris opened 
the question of furnishing greater 
publicity to the proceedings con- 
cerning treaties with Nicaragua and 
Colombia,and it looks as though the 
issue as to whether statesmen shall 
be allowed to continue doing busi- 
ness behind closed doors, will be 
definitely decided before long. 


Tue Ising oF PINES 

After the Spanish-American war 
there was a long drawn-out dispute 
as to whether the Isle of Pines be- 
longed to the United States or Cuba. 
Unele Sam finally surrendered his 
title, but the island in the meantime 
enchanted a good many people, and 
now nearly ninety per cent of the 
entire area is owned by Americans. 
Stories of the great wealth of tim- 
ber, on the island have been circu- 
lated, and there have been plenty 
of investors patiently waiting to 
realize the promised fortunes. 

Consul General James L. Rogers, 
at Havana, Cuba, has written the 
State Department to the effect that 
there has been a remarkable devel- 
opment in the islands in the citros- 
fruit raising and other agricultural 
effort. 

While the consul does not mention 
the fact, yet it is a matter of know- 
ledge to some people in Washington 
that at one time a number of United 
States officials in Cuba and the Isle 
of Pines attempted to secure a cor- 
ner on pineapples, and did so. But 
before they got through with their 
experience most of them had barely 
enough money left to pay their fare 
back to the United States. It is es- 
timated that the population of the 
island is about five thousand people, 
of which perhaps one thousand are 
Americans. 


Tue Money Suot at VERA Cruz 

It has already cost the American 
government more than one million 
and a quarter dollars for its exhibi- 
tion pulled off at Vera Cruz. Not- 
withstanding the big expense of our 
enterprise the protocol of Niagara 
Falls specifies that the government 
of the United States will not claim 
a war indemnity.

NEW PALACE OF SWEETS 


“SALEMADE” SWEETS MADE IN MopEL 
Canby KircHEN 

It is very seldom that the people on 
the North Shore have an opportunity 
of seeing the shops in which is made 
the candy which appeals to their 
sweet tooth. ‘“Salemade” Sweets, 
however, the name by which the can- 
dies of the new Palace of Sweets, 
Salem, are known, are made in a 
model kitchen at the Essex st. store of 
Moustakis brothers and in addition 
this kitchen is open to the public. 
Every sanitary precaution known in 
the art of candy making is shown the 
visitor and as practically all of the 
sweets are made on the premises, the 
patrons can vouch for their purity 
themselves. 

Messrs. Moustakis evidently agree 
with the public that “seeing is believ- 
ing’ and they have constructed their 
new store with that in view. The 
store itself is one of the most attrac- 
tive refreshment parlors in this sec- 
tion of the country and has been ac- 
cepted as a model by people in the 
trade. ‘This store replaces the former 
one which was destroyed by fire last 
winter. 

The main store and the refreshment 
parlors are finished in mahogany, 
with an attractive beamed ceiling of 


mahogany finished sycamore. Unique 
electric fixtures with vari-colored 
prisms diffuse a soft light about the 
store. 

The. most sanitary conditions pre- 
vail. All of the candies, boxed and 
otherwise, are under glass.

Newtonville. Dr. Lamson, who was 
&r years old, had been retired from 
the ministry for about seven years, 
his last charge having been in_the 
Baptist church in Manchester. 

He was a native of Weston, and 
was the son of the late John A. Lam- 
son. He was graduated from Brown 
University and the Newton Theologi- 
cal Institution, and was ordained as a 
pastor in 1858. Since then he has oc- 
cupied pulpits at Littleton, 1858-61; 
Ashland, 1861-65; Northboro, 1865- - 
73; Worcester, 1873-81; Hartford, 
1882-83 ; Manchester, 1884-96. From 
1896 to 1900 he held the position of - 
principal of Boydton Institute, Va. 
After fifty years of service he retired 
in 1908, and since then has lived with 
his brother in Newton, who is his last 
surviving relative. 

Mr. Lamson lived in Manchester 
nearly a score of years, preaching thir- 
teen years of that time. He was al- 
ways interested in public affairs and 
was greatly beloved by all who knew 
him. He took a deep interest in the 
Historical society. A monument to 
his life in Manchester remains in the 
History of the Town of Manchester, 
published in 1895, at the time of the 
250th anniversary of the town, in 
which event he was, one of the leading 
spirits. His work on the town his- 
tory was remarkably good, the re- 
search into the early life and history 
of the settlement which later grew 
into the beautiful town of Manches- 
ter-by-the-Sea, being of superior 
quality, as is evinced by the populari- 
ty which the book met on its publica- 
tion. Mr. Lamson was also an active: 
member of the Elder Brethren, the 
annual gatherings of which he attend- 
ed until. very recent years. 

Burial was in the family lot at Wes- 
ton, where his wife and daughters 
were buried,

Recently Added to Manchester Public Library 


‘‘The foolishest book is a kind of 
leaky boat on a sea of wisdom; some 
of the wisdom will get in anyhow.’’ 

Those who read the fascinating life 
history ‘‘The. Promised Land’’ will 
welcome ‘‘They Who Knock at Our 
Gates,’’ by the same author. The 
problem of immigration is discussed in 
a rational manner. The author should 
be able to speak with authority as she 
was once an immigrant, poor and ignor- 
ant. She does not believe in restric- 
tion of immigration. In speaking of 
the immigrant she says ‘‘It is written 
in our basic law that he is entitled to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. There is nothing left for us to 
do but open wide our gates and set 
him on his way to happiness. **** I do 
not ask that we remove all restrictions 
and let the flood of immigration sweep 
in unchecked. I do ask that such re- 
strictions as we impose shall accord 
with the loftiest interpretation of our 
duty as Americans.’’ 

If you have enjoyed, and laughted at 
and have not been too much exhausted 
in ‘*Keeping Up With Lizzie’’ read 
‘‘The Marryers,’’ Irving Bacheller’s 
latest story. It is a social satire hav- 
ing Europe as a background, very light 
and frothy, but will help to pass a 
pleasant hour. The author says of it— 
‘A book for the unmarried, the over- 
married, the slightly married and for 
all young people who have parents to 
bring up.’’ 

There is many a_ good laugh 
to be found between the covers 
of the book containing Judge Henry 
Shutes ‘‘The Misadventures of Three 
Good ~Boys (but not such very good 
boys).’’?

‘<The Honourable M. Tawnish,’’ by 
Jeffery Farnol, author of ‘‘The Broad 


Highway’’ and ‘‘The Amateur Gentle- 


man’’ is a pretty little love story. 
There is always some adventure in this 
author’s stories. ‘‘The Honourable 
M. Tawnish’’ is given three difficult 
tasks to accomplish, to prove his love 
for Penelope Chester. The story of 
how he succeeds makes very pleasant 
reading. 

‘‘Social Forces in England and 
America’’ is a volume of essays by H. 
G. Wells, the English essayist and 
novelist. ‘‘The America Population’’ 
is one of the best essays in the book. 
Other good ones are ‘‘The Contempor- 
ary Novel,’’ ‘‘The Schoolmaster and 
the Empire,’’ ‘‘Doctors’’ and ‘‘The 
Endowment of Motherhood.’’ 

Ernest Thompson Seton’s ‘‘ Wild Ani 
mals at Home’’ is a beautifully illus- 
trated volume telling us much about 
many of the wild animals. The writer 
of the above work travelled up and 
down the Rock'y Mountains for the past 
thirty years gaining the information 


given in this work. 

In ‘‘Crowds’’? Gerald Stanley Lee 
protrays his ideas of our American de- 
mocracy. It is a book that will make 
you think. 

“Uncle David’s Boys’’ by Edna A. 
Brown is a story that children from 
twelve upward will enjoy reading. It 
describes a summer vacation spent in 
a mountain village. 

“*Cecil Rhodes: The Man and His 
Work’? by Gordon LeSueur, F. R. G.S., 
the author, was one of Rhodes’ private 
secretaries and the life is a personal 
one. No matter: what view we may 
take as to. the benefit of the ‘‘ Rhodes’ 
Scholarships’’ to American students we 
should know something about this real- 
ly great man. 

‘‘The Vanishing Race: The Last 
Great Indian Council’’ by Dr. Joseph 
Dixon is asumptuously illustrated book. 
It gives a description of the last meet- 
ing of the Indian Chiefs and relates 
many of their folk-lore tales. The 
work is a valuable one from the stand- 
point of American history. 

“‘You Never Know Your Luck’’ is 
the latest novel by Gilbert Parker. 
The scene of the story is laid in West- 
ern Canada. Two or three of the 
character are well worth knowing. 

‘*Bixercises for Women’’ by Flor- 
ence Bolton, A. B., contains many sug- 
gestions that will be found helpful 
to those women who are not in a posi- 
tion to take gymnasium work; but wish 
to carry on some form of systematic 
physical exercise. 

‘<Sweetapple Cove,’’ by George Van 
Schaik is a charming little love tale. 
It relates the experiences of a New 
York Physician in Newfoundland. The 
author is a New York doctor, 

Henry Sydnor  Harrison’s latest 
novel, Captivating Mary Carstairs, is 
romance pure and simple. Two New 
Yorkers go up the Hudson to kidnap 
a bright, vivacious girl. What they did 
and how they did it and what was the 
result is the story. 

Many .years ago ‘‘Dodo’’ created 
quite a sensation in the literary world. 
It was written by E. F. Benson, an 
English writer. The author has just 
brought out a sequel to this novel— 
‘‘Podo’s Daughter.’’ It has to do 
with upper class English life. ‘‘Dodo’s 
Daughter’’ is a very cleverly written 
pierce of fiction.

‘“‘The Man Who Bucked Up’’ by 
Arthur Howard is the story of a rather 
peculiar character—the author  him- 
self-—who a few years ago was mayor 
of Salem, Mass. 

‘“Heroines of Modern Progress’’ by 
Elmer C. Adams and Warren Dunham 
Foster contains biographical sketches 
of ten women more or less prominent 
in public life. 

A new volume in the series ‘‘ Origi- 
nal Narratives of Early American His- 
tory’’ is ‘‘Narratives of the Witch- 
craft Cases.’’ The book is a collection 
of articles written on the subject of 
witchcraft in New England at the 
time of the delusion. It will be of 
great assistance to anyone looking up 
the history of witchcraft in New Eng- 
land. 

‘<The Peacock Feather’’ by Leslie 
Moore is a very bright and attractive-

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New Rockport Golf Club 


PERCHED high on a rocky ledge in the picturesque, 

rockbound region of Cape Ann, where it commands 
a wide view of the land and ocean, and, what is rarer 
still, a view of every hole in the 3800-yard golf course 
which has been laid out in the 90 acres which have been 
acquired by the association, the handsome home of the 
Rockport Golf club will be open in the near future. A 
picture printed on page 6 of this issue shows the general 
exterior of the clubhouse. 

The club already has a large membership of men 
well known in the business and professional life of Bos- 
ton, Gloucester, Lowell and other cities, and includes also 
some who have come from distant places to make their 
summer homes on the Cape. 

Primarily the club is intended for golf, and the course 
will be one of the most ‘‘sightly” in the state, while its 
abundance of natural hazards has caused Alexander 
Campbell of Brookline, who helped lay it out, to say 
that it reminds him of some of the famous courses in his 
native Scotland. 

But in addition there has been laid out a number of 
tennis courts for those who prefer that game, and as the 
club numbers a group of baseball enthusiasts among its 
members, some of whom have played in their college days 
upon clubs that were well known, there has been planned 
an excellent baseball diamond. 

The wide piazzas which will run the full stretch of 
three sides of the building measure a good 175 feet in 
length, and the visitors will have from almost any point 
on the veranda a wide sweep of the sea all the way from 
Pigeon Cove to Bass Rocks. 4 

The 90 acres belonging to the club lie at the rear of 
the town poor farm on the main thoroughfare from Rock- 
port to Land’s End, perhaps a mile from Turk’s Head, 
on South street. It is in the neighborhood of Laurel 
Ledge and the favorite walk through the woods to Long 
Beach. 

The main approach to the clubhouse will be up a 
country lane which now leads under the shoulder of the 
ledge on which the building is perched. This road will 
be made double for the convenience of automobilists. 
There are about two acres on the summit of this out- 
cropping ledge. Along one side of the clubhouse a sort 


of open balcony or terrace is to be constructed. 

The clubhouse, of which Alden & Parker are the 
architects, is to be a wooden building with stone masonry. 

The central feature of the house will be the big 
clubroom, which will correspond exactly to the living 
room in a summer home at the shore or in the mountains. 
This big apartment will measure 4o feet by 32. 

Through a sort of vestibule access is had to a hall 
which opens upon one side of the clubroom and upon the 
other to the ladies’ room. ‘his hall is lighted by dormer 
windows, but has a small mezzanine gallery, with stairs 
to it and down to the basement. What is called the 
“store” will be located in one corner of the vestibule, 
where materials for golfing and other sports will be sold 
and clubhouse supplies kept. From the hall, also, there 
is access to the pantry and by way of a passage to the 
kitchen—this for the convenience of dining parties. 

The ladies’ room measures 30 feet by 20, and has a 
large brick fireplace. It will be a panelled room, and like 
the hall will have a beamed ceiling. 

The basement, which will be on the level of the con- 
crete terrace with a door opening directly upon it, will 
have the men’s lockers and their shower baths. 

The floors of the principal rooms on the main level 
will be of hard wood, designed for dancing. The roof, 
long and sloping, will be broken with dormer: windows. 

The total expense will be $50,000, of which $20,000 
represents the value of the building. .

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The Bungalow and Its Furniture 


By MARY HARROD NORTHEND 


HE bungalow is a true country house. The city has 
usually no place for it. ’he open country, the hill- 
side, the sea, each one holds an appropriate site and in 
these places it is often found. ‘The bungalow is not only 
a true country house, but a true summer house as well, 
being especially designed for the warm months. ‘The 
ordinary bungalow has little or no cellar, being of light 
construction and not adapted for living purposes in cold 
weather. This, however, is not true of “all bungalows, for 
certain types are sometimes found that are livable all the 
year round. 

The bungalow type of home has penetrated to all parts 
of our country on account of its offering certain economic 
advantages which many builders hail with delight. The 
typical bungalow of British India from which that of our 
country has been derived is quite a different structure 
from the native building which to all intents and pur- 
poses is the original bungalow of all bungalows. 

A house with all the rooms on one floor is not suf- 
ficient to constitute a bungalow. It sometimes goes with 
a one-story plan showing a definite simplicity of treat- 
ment characteristic of houses of this class and which can- 
not be obtained in so direct a way in dwellings of any 
other type. 

The bungalow is a style of house that should cover 
considerable space. Whether it be large or small, natural- 
ly where the rooms are on a single floor more floor area 
is required than where they are superimposed, one above 
another. 

The bungalow can be classified into two groups,—the 
bungalow of today, designed after its prototype, and the 
modernized bungalow designed after the cottage form. 

The original name is an Indian one, Banga, meaning 


a species of rural villa or house of like construction with 
a thatched or tiled roof surrounded by an open veranda 
which is roofed over, affording a shelter from the sun. 
The plan consists of one large room built in connection 
with the service and sleeping rooms, all on one floor. 

The second class has developed into a cottage form 
and while still maintaining the original plans has a second 
story where sleeping rooms are provided and which is 
reached by a stair-case ascending from a living-room or 
small lobby. ‘The material used is generally not unusual, 
but originality is worked out in the character of the pro- 
jective, the moldings, the projecting chimney and other 
features of the home. 

French windows are a feature always good, giving 
a chance to sketch out-doors at easy advantage. An invari- 
able adjunct is a large open fire-place, the materials and 
designs of which present the widest range. There is 
cement, pressed brick, 
dressed stone introduced in every conceivable way. ‘This 
is a central feature of the interior and often on either 
side is found a settle used for ornamental as well as use- 
ful purposes. 

Built-in furniture is another feature that has been 
introduced. ‘This helps out in the space saving devices 
for a straight corner can be made ornamental by letting 
in a corner cupboard. A side-board can be dispensed with 
by a let-in one that can go between partitions, thus saving 
space. Ingle-nooks are also very practical for use in 
these small houses. Chimney seats are often used with 
good results. Sometimes. a book-case is inserted, either 
overhead or at one side.

It is a good idea to have under 
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them a built-in window seat which is so arranged that 
it can open, making a box underneath where mnay wraps 
and pillows can be stored. 

While many have their rooms finished in natural 
wood or simply shellaced after sheathing, others prefer 
plaster which can be finished in one tone of kalsomine 
or prettily hung with textile or paper. 

The furniture should not be heavy, but light pieces, 
suitable for the summer months. Willow furniture and 
old hickory are appropriate for homes of this sort. 

Hardwood floors are a necessity for the bungalow 
and a large art square of wool and cotton weave is very 
suitable. ‘These art squares come in many shades, costing 
from $5 up, and lasting several seasons. There is a large 
brown rug which comes with a border of brown and yel- 
low that is admirably suited where mission types of fur- 
niture are used. 


Hangings are almost unlimited in their variety, rang- 
ing from muslin and scrim to linen taffeta and coarse 
meshed net in plain and fancy weaves, colored madras, 
and many other materials. 


Denim, canvas, and burlap, either in plain colors or 
printed in fancy designs, are appropriate for couch covers. 
There is a heavy canvas of mixed jute and linen weave 
that comes fifty inches wide in shades of brown, blue 
terra cotta and gray. This is good for not only couch 
covers, but for tables and bureau scarfs as well. 


A good practical bungalow can be comfortable and 
artistically fitted up for from $600 to $1000, One should 
remember that the summer home is the place in which 
to rest and that all heavy dull furnishings should be 
avoided. Aim at simplicity and make the bungalow cozy 
and homelike as it should be.

These charming boulevards combine with the ocean 
and the wooded hills of the shore in making it one of 
the most pleasing summer rusticating places obtainable. 
Summer sojourns at any of the beaches along the shore 
offer delight to thousands of visitors to this section. 


When a permanent commission was appointed for 
the Metropolitan park district shortly after the action of 
the legislature its members went to work immediately 
and produced the Lynn Shore drive, one of the best ex- 
amples of road building to be found in the country. 


To those who motor to the North Shore from Boston 


-and suburbs the trip’ along the sea coast starting from 


Revere along the beach is a pleasing one—a trip; that 
will make one forget his business troubles back in the city. 
Either by day or night the view along this boulevard is 
delightful—it is chief among highways of Massachusetts. 

Sweeping views of the ocean will be obtained if one 
motors into Swampscott by that thoroughfare; to the 
right there are distant views of the two Nahants; on the 
tip-end of Nahant the roofs of Bass Point gleam from 
under the sun, and a view perhaps of the excursion steam- 
ers plying between the Point and Boston and Revere 
Beach. ‘These boats are usually filled with crowds of 


pleasure seekers bent on summer amusements such as the 
beach resorts supply. 

After rolling along the Lynn Shore drive and getting 
well into Swampscott the motorist can continue his trip 
to the other parts of the shore on the same fine road 
which reaches to East Gloucester on the tip-end of Cape

The Lulu Fado was introduced in 
Paris last winter and taken up by the Parisiennes, and 
was brought to this country this spring by delegates of 
the National Society of Teachers of Dancing and intro- 
duced to the New York Society of Teachers of Dancing, 
who in turn taught it to the professionals. It is a Port- 
ugese dance, written to Portuguese music in five, fifteen 
and thirty-one measures, instead of the usual form of 
four, six, eight and twelve, et cetera. It is very bright 
and catchy and full of the Spanish snap, at the same 
time it has the langurous character of the southern peo- 
ple. The time is polka and the step is similar to the 
old polka step combined with slow walking steps. It con- 
sists of four figures, one being what is termed the 
“charge.” There is a great deal of clapping of hands 
and snapping of fingers with the Spanish draw and stamp 
and is danced in both open and closed positions and many 
times throughout the dance the girl assumes the defiant 
attitude of the Spanish dancer. It follows the style of 
today in the turn and walking steps which are very much 
like the one-step.

Roswell Rand, Jr., of New York 
has written a letter to the New York 
Tribune which deserves the attention 
of all anti-suffragists. “In conversa- 
tion recently with a suffragist,”’ he 
said, “she remarked to me: ‘I neither 
believe in God nor man, although 
brought up a Roman Catholic. The 
Church, in my opinion, has been the 
great agency in holding back women. 
The best thing ever done in England 
and most hopeful sign in the suffrage 
movement is the burning of churches. 
Votes are not the whole of our 
scheme; they are but the means to 
an end. You American men think 
.there is no militancy here, but just 
fail to give us the vote in 1915, and 
you will see militancy like in Eng- 
land.’ Such sentiments are a danger 
signal to the indifferent, and to those 
who say ‘Let them vote if they want 
to.’ In New York State we must con- 
sider well what it would mean to our 
commonwealth if erratic women like 
the one quoted above, should be given 
a hand in lawmaking.”

Hee Enrorce tHe Law. ‘Three pieces of legis- 
-lation recently enacted in this State are of special interest 
‘to every user of the highways,— | 

* (1) Horse drawn. vehicles, whether in the coun- 

try, town or city, are required to carry lights 
at night (hay and straw teams excepted). 

(2) Motor vehicles are absolutely forbidden to cut 
out the muffler in the thickly settled or busi- 
ness districts of a city or town, that is to say 
wherever buildings average less than 200 feet 
apart for a distance of a quarter of a mile. 

(3) Motor cycles, on and after January 1, 19165, 
must carry number plates. 

It is the manifest duty of carriage drivers to light 
their vehicles at night, not only for the sake of others, 
but to protest themselves. It is likewise incumbent upon 
automobile operators to discontinue the practice of open- 
ing the cut out, which investigation has proved to be of 
little or no benefit to the operators, but which is a con- 
stant source of annoyance to other travelers. With the 
motor cyclist, long an offender both in the matter of speed 
and noise, effectually tagged for identification, it is hoped 
that he too will pereceive the advisability of complying 
with the law. If the public wants these and other auto- 


mobile laws enforced, it must take the trouble to secure . 


compliance, either through appeals to decency, or by as- 
sisting the authorities in compelling obedience. These 
authorities are unable, owing to the magnitude of the 
automobile problem at the present time, to handle it 
without assistance of individual members of the public. 
It is the duty, therefore, of every person having the 
public welfare at heart to encourage and actively to aid 
the officers of the law in their insistence on obedience 
thereto.

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BODIES FOUND 


VictiIMs OF DROWNING AT MAN- 
CHESTER Last WEEK Now 
Lar at Rest. 

After continual search the bodies 
of Mortimer Joseph Shea, the 12-year 
old boy, and his uncle Florence L. 
Crowley, were found on Saturday and 
Sunday and both were buried at a 
double funeral in South Boston Tues- 
day. The Breeze stated erroneously 
last Friday that the bodies had been 
found that noon, but the reports about 
town at that time were wrong, despite 
the fact the police and others had 
kept up a constant search for the bod- 
ies, from the time the tragedy was 
discovered Thursday night. 

In the light of later develop nents 
it is thought both Mr. Crowley and 
the boy were fishing from the rocks 
of the Stevens estate, unoccupied this 
year, where Mr. Crowley was care- 
taker. In some manner the boy slip- 
ped into the water, which is always 
more or less rough at this point, and 
Crowley jumped in with an effort to 
save him. Both died without the 
real truth being known. 

The boy’s body was found lying in 
18 feet of water by a party in one of 
the boats engaged in the search, who 
caught a glimpse of the white blouse 
which the boy wore. Hans Dahl, who 
is employed at the Wm. A. Tucker 
estate, West Manchester, dropped a 


fishing line, which he succeeded in: 


catching about the wrist and brought 
the body to the surface. 


Less than 15 feet from the same 


spot, the body of the uncle was lo- 
cated. Chief of Police Sullivan, with 
five of the Manchester police force 
and two Manchester men, resumed 
the search at daylight Sunday morn- 
ing, encouraged by the finding of the 
boy, and commenced a_ systematic 
search, although the chief says that 
where the second body was recovered 
had already been dragged at least 200 
times. 

Crowley’s body had no coat or vest 
and was clothed in a dark colored 
shirt which explains the difficulty of 
seeing it on the bottom. The face was 
considerably cut and _ discolored, 
which may have caused by a fall, by 
the grappling hooks or by the waves 
dashing the body on the rocks. It 
was noted that his watch stopped at 
2.15, which is probably within five 
minutes of the time his body entered 
the water. 

The find was made by Officer Shee- 
han with a self-constructed trawl. It 
was a sad moment when the body was 
brought to the surface, but everybody 
was pleased the search was over as 
it was beginning to tell on those en-

OpEN-AIR SUFFRAGE MEETING AT 
MANCHESTER 

Miss Margaret Foley of Boston is 
to speak on suffrage at an open-air 
meeting at Manchester, Wednesday 
evening, July 29, which has been ar- 
ranged by the Manchester Equal 
Suffrage League. Miss Foley, who 
is speaking daily at open-air meetings 
this summer never fails to draw a 
crowd. She is one of the most force- 
ful orators in the country today and 
is so well known in Massachusetts 
that she needs no introduction. 

Miss Foley, who is a trustee of the 
Children’s Institution Department of 
the city of Boston, is a friend of the 
plain people. She has traveled in 
many countries studing suffrage con- 
ditions and particularly the conditions 
of women and children in the indus- 
trial world. Her zeal and courage in 
pleading for the ballot has. been a 
great factor in the advancement of 
the cause in Massachusetts and other 
States, where she has campaigned in 
the interest of the cause. While es- 
sentially a woman’s woman setting 


forth the need of the ballot for wo- 
men to protect the home and helpless 
children, she has the power to move 
men with her clear and logical rea- 
soning.

Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureau. 
Washington, July 21, 1914. 

THE TIMBER BARONS 
Mr. Joseph FE. Davies, of Wiscon- 
sin, has long been a friend of the 
Wilson family, and he carried that 
friendship into the campaign two 
years ago, and was secretary of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
Davies had ambitions to be a cabinet 
officer, but missed fire. After having 
a choice of a lot of ambassadorships 


and the place of Governor of the- 


Philippine Islands, he finally accepted 
the place of Commissioner of Cor- 
porations, and as soon as the anti- 
trust busters in Congress complete the 
Administration program he will in- 
herit the position of chairman of the 
new trade commission. His duties 
will be to investigate nearly every- 
thing there is going. By way of get- 
ting his hand in, Mr. Davies: has 1s- 
sued a report covering the ownership 
of timber . throughout the United 
States, and he has gone to Commis- 
sioner Smith, who covered the sub- 
ject of water power, one better. The 
Davies report contains some startling 
disclosures, and it appears that 82,- 
500,000 acres of land, granted to three 
western railroads in the sixties is stiil 
largely hoarded by these railroads, 


‘since they retain forty per cent. of 


the original holdings. The further 
discovety is pointed out that 1,694 
timber owners hold over  one- 
twentieth of the land area of the en- 
tire United States from Canada to the 
Mexican border. Washington, Ore- 
gon, California, Idaho and Louisiana 
are in the hands of the timber barons. 
Mr. Davies finds many potential evils 
in this large concentration of owner- 
ship,among which are“high prices for 
land sold to settlers, increase of the 
tenantry system, or direct farming by 
large corporations.” 


“An ANCIENT Evi, AND A NEW 
CONSCIENCE” 

Jane Addams of Chicago, has writ- 
ten a new book, the title of which is 
“An Ancient Evil and a New Con- 
science.’ Senator John Sharp Wil- 
liams has declared on the floor of the 
Senate: I will wager my head that 
that book alone will do more good in 
accelerating the spiritual growth—it 
will bring the men who possess things 
andthemen who do not possess things 
more nearly together upon a common 


plane of thought and feeling than all 
that Congress could have done if it 
had been doing nothing else for the 
past ten years. ‘‘Now let the obser- 
vers note whether this testimony from 
the Federal Senate is as effective in 
making Miss Addams’ new book one 
of the “best sellers,” as was that other 
voice of the government which spoke 
in the past, when sanctimonious John 
Wanamaker used the power of his of- 
fice as Postmaster General to exclude 
a popular novel from the mails, result- 
ing in a million copies being sold.” 


THE SENATORIAL CHUCKLE 

No doubt the United States Senate 
is having a good chuckle behind closed 
doors—you know they have closed 
doors at the Senate, with star cham- 
ber sessions, executive sessions, cau- 
cuses and secret committee meetings. 
But this time one Warburg with busi- 
ness offices in the suspicious financial 
district of New York has replied to a 
request of the Senate that he appear 
before it in order that he might be 
questioned in reference to his appoint- 
ment on the reserve board, telling the 
Senators in substance to go chase 
themselves. These real nice Senators 
do not like to be treated that way, and 
they have put Mr. Warburg’s appoint- 
ment into a dark pigeon-hole. ‘The 
President wants them to take it ‘out 
and act upon it. In every other-in- 
stance since Woodrow Wilson ‘as 
been in the White House, the Senate 
obeyed his mandate, but this time they 
only return a blank stare, murmuring 
meanwhile: “Why, Mr. President, 
Warburg has been so rude that we 
could not think of it.” 


GROWTH OF GOVERNMENT CONTROL, 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is shitting bad railroad manage- 
ment right between the eyes, and it 


has not minced matters in analyzing. 


the manner by which “reckless and 
profligate’ financial operations are 
estimated to have cost the stockhold- 
ers of the New Haven railroad from 
$65,000,000 to $90,000,000. Former 
President Mellen told a straight for- 
ward story when he was before the 
commission in Washington recently, 


and although he and his confederates. 


established a basis for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s findings, yet 
he now declares that politics lie at the 
bottom of the report; however, it is 
noticeable that while the government 
is tightening the reins on corporation 
control, that the managers of big’ busi- 
ness are trying to “keep within the 
law,” and gauge their transactions in 
such a manner that the big officials 
vill be able to escape judges and 
courts. The process of an awakened 
business conscience has gone so far 


that it may even be possible for some 
of the heads of trusts to enter heaven. 


Wuen Witt Concress ApyJouRN? 
When the flowers bloomed in the 
spring, tra la, President» Wilson ask- 
ed Congress to finish its work and go 
home by July tr. Leader Underwood 
cogitated and stretched the date to 
July 10, and Senator Kern pulled the 
suggestion along to the middle of the 
month. But the prospects are no 
better than they were weeks ago, and 
now Kern, who is quoted most be- 
cause he is the nominal Senate leader, 
is advocating some sort of a stop- 
watch proposition upon Senatorial 
eloquence. Kern is too much of a Sen- 
ator and a gentlemen to suggest a 
gag rule, but within the last few days 
he has said: ‘‘I believe the majority 
to the Senate is in favor of some 
cloture. Under the present rules one 
perverse Senator may, on his own mo- 
tion, delay proceedings by holding the 
floor against all comers, while with 
the aid of one or two.others he can 
demand roll calls and block proceed- 
ings indefinitely.” ‘Theré are a lot of 
campaigns out into the country that 
are suffering for want of ‘personal at- 
tention; and political leaders are jin 
full sympathy with that part of the 
country which is’ tired and _ believes 
that it is time for Congress to go 
home. ~ oo 5c2 eee aS ee 


WILSON AND NEx’y TERM . 

A good many people hang to, the 
notion, that a strict reading of the 
Baltimore platform takes Mr. Wilson 
out-of the equasion for 1916. But 
the practical method of looking at the 
matter. was expressed by Speaker 
Champ Clark, at the time he broke 
with.the administration on the Pana- 
ma Canal tolls matter, and declared 
that if President Wilson’s policies 
were successful that the country 
would demand his renomination in 
1916; and if his policies were a fail- 
ure then the nomination would not be 
worth having. It is doubtful if there 
has been as violent a case of presi- 
dential itch in recent years as that 
which has attacked Speaker Clark. In 
consequence he manufactured a num- 
ber of panaceas to remedy the evils of 
the presidency, and he has recently 
blossomed out as the advocate of a 
one term of six years, because, he de- 
clares, ‘‘the president spends most of 
his first term trying to get back 
again.”

Labrador—A Land Little Known to Tourists 


By DR. ROBERT SCOTT CATHERON 


‘*Now, brothers, for the icebergs 
Of frozen Labrador, 

Floating spectral in the moonshine 
Along the low, black shore! 

Where like snow the gannet’s feathers 
On Bradors rocks are shed, 

And the noisy muss are flying 
Like black scuds overhead.

popular conception of Labrador as a land of bleak 
shores and unending desolation. Jacques Cartier, who 
visited the coast in 1534, was even more emphatic in con- 
demning it. He says—‘Ii the soil were as good as the 
harboroughs are, it were a great 
Commoditie; but it is not to be 
called the new land but rather 
stones and wilde cragges, and a 
place fit for wilde beasts, for in 
all the North Land I did not see 
a cartload of good earth. * * * * 
To be sure, I believe that this 
was the land that God allotted 
to Cain.” 
That there is some basis for 
the opinion of these and other 
writers no one could deny, but 


I QUOTE this poem because it gives so perfectly the 


they told but a fragment of the AN ICEBERG 


story. Had they also spoken of the lakes and streams cover- 
ing one quarter of the surface of the country and teeming 
with trout and salmon, of a shore line rising sheer anu 
majestic from the sea, of sheltered harbors and deep 
fjords stretching many miles inland, of the countless herds 
of caribou and the abundant small game they would have 
given a more accurate picture of a country sufficiently 
attractive to bring those who have once visited it back 
year after year. 

The tourist desiring to visit Labrador must go by the 
way of Newfoundland, which is reached by water by the 
Red Cross line from New York, by the Ked Cross and 
Furness lines from Halifax, by the Allen line from Phila- 
delphia and the Black Diamond lines trom Montreal. If 
a rail journey is desired passengers can go by the way 
of Sidney, Cape Breton, whence a steamer will take them 
across Cabot Straits in six or seven hours, to Port-aux- 
Basques. From this point the Reid Newtoundland rail- 
road runs to the, beautiful Bay of Islands, the starting 
point of the western boat to Labrador, and St. Jolin’s the 
starting point for the eastern boat. 

As the steamers make about one hundred calls on the 
round trip it is possible for the casual visitor to see a 
great deal of the country; yet 
to really know it, one would 
have to choose some other meth- 
od of travel. 

The ideal way, of course, 
would be to have a small schoon- 
er, preferably with power and a 
liaulye puot, the latter on account 
of the inaccurate charting of 
the coast. His knowledge, to- 
gether with the fact that there 
is a safe harbor every ten miles 
along the Atlantic and the runs 
between all “inside runs,” pro- 
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tected by islands, or 
else in deep harbors, 
would more than 
compensate for any 
chart deficiencies. 
With this equipment 
one could explore the 
long, deep fjords and 
anchor at will, while 
fishing the trout and 
salmon streams. ‘lo 
many it would be an 
added pleasure to 
know that in all prob- 
ability no other per- 
son had wet a line in 
the streams in which 
they were fishing for 
that season at least. 
Another factor 
which adds to the 
safety in cruising is

that the bottom deepens so 
quickly from the shore that 
a large vessel would strike 
its bow-sprit before .its keel 
struck bottom. ‘Then, too, 
the long northern days per- 
mit one to get easily from 
port to port. 

To quote Dr. Grenfell 
regarding the climate of 
Labrador, it is not excelled 
anywhere for its bracing 
and invigorating effect 
Testimony gathered from 
hundreds of workmen, 
prospectors, visitors, sail- 
ors, officials, lumbermen 

and scientific men have 
shown that without exception their general health has im- 
proved and they have been able to ‘sleep quite a material 
proportion of the tw enty-four hours longer " lan in their 
own homes. The restorative influence of < holiday in 
Labrador on a jaded and over-wrought sy By is often 
truly wonderful and under proper conditions a constitution 
will be toned up much faster than at a summer resort. 
Co:rvander Peary has recently added his testimony to 
the great value of the Arctic air to consumptiv es. 

The popular idea that Labrador is continually 
wrapped in fog is sae wrong. In a cruise starting 
May 7th and ending x Nov. 13th, Dr. Grenfell was delayed 
but one day by fog. The rarneail is light, in fact a whole 
day’s rain is exceptional. 

The summer temperature varies greatly as one leaves 
the coast owing to the southerly latitude in which Lab- 
rador lies and the Arctic current which sweeps the Atlan- 
tic shore. Few people recall that Labrador lies in the 
same latitude as the British Isles and were it not for 
the chilling influence of the polar current would be one 
of the productive and populous parts of the world. 

One of the interesting sights on a northern cruise is 


the icebergs and the cry from the lookout that one is 
sighted always brings the passengers rushing to the side. 
The varying shapes are endless; now a oreat rectangular 
block two or three hundred feet high ‘and many times 
as long, now a curving amphitheatre worn smooth by 


the washing of the waves; again a giant mushroom shape 
drifts ably by or lofty cathedral-like spires glittering

brightly in the sun. The colours of the bergs compel 
admiration,—the upper portions of an alabaster white- 
ness while the parts washed by the water show green and 
deep caverns hollowed out by the washing of the waves 
are a clear translucent blue. 

They are most dangerous when, a portion breaking 
off, their center of gravity changes and they roll over 
bringing destruction to anything in their neighborhood. 

‘If the northern tourist desires scenery of a wild and 
rocky nature he should aim for the part of the coast 
above Nain. At Port Mauvers the cliffs rise directly two 
thousand feet from the sea, at Cape Mugford three thous- 
and feet, at the Moravian Missions station, Ramah, thirty- 


five hundred feet, while the mountains arising direct from’ 


sea level in the Nachvak region are over four thousand 
feet in height. At the head of Seven Islands Bay are 
the highest mountains in Labrador, known as the Four 
Peaks. So far as is known no white man has ever climbed 
them. Their heights have been variously estimated at 
from six to ten thousand feet. 


In Newfoundland probably no region possesses the 4, 
fascination and varied beauties of the Bay of Islands and ° 


the Humber River. Un- 
fortunately it is best 
known to us as a place to 
which United States gov- 
ernment vesesls are sent 
every winter to rescue the 
Yankee fishermen whose 
boats are frozen in the ice. 
In the summer it is visited 
by many salmon fishermen 
who enjoy their exciting 
sport amid surroundings of 
wonderful beauty.

measurements and some 
photographs. There have 
been no really good pic- 
tures taken because of the 
clouds of mist rismg a 
thousand feet anj more, 
obscuring the view. Later 
Cary and Cole made the 
same trip and named Bow- 
doin Canyon for the college 
of which they are gradu- 
ates. This last summer, a 
nurse formerly connected 
with the Grenfell mission 
gave an exhibition of cour- 
age and _ hardihood by 
reaching a point one hun- 
dred and fifty miles beyond 
the falls. The measure- 
ments given by the Bryant 
party are as follows. There 
is a drop in twelve miles 
of seven hundred and 
twelve feet, while the sheer 
drop is three hundred and 
torty-eight feet. As the 
river narrows to one hun- 
dred and fifty yards at the 
falls the force of the tor- 
rent is well nigh irresisti- 
ble, a horsepower going to 
waste sufficient to run the 
railroads and factories of 
Canada. ‘The roar of fall- 
ing waters is easily audible 
twenty miles away and is 


probably accountable in a measure for the superstitious 
reverence in which the Indians hold the place. 
will come when the falls will be accessible to the casual 
tourist, for they rank too high as scenic wonders to be 
forever hidden; but at present the long and arduous 
journey and the flies and mosquitoes are sufficient detri- 
ments to keep away all but the hardiest. To rank insects 
as an important factor in travel may be a surprise to 
some, but no one who has experience of their bloody 


attacks will treat them with anything but 
respect. 

The natives with whom one comes 
in contact are ysually of English stock, 
though there are some traces of French 
occupation. They are a sturdy people, 
working hard and living simply, of a 
religious habit; drunkenness and _pro- 
fanity are not prevalent amongst them 
as they so frequently are in fishing com- 
munities. A small number, some three 
thousand, are permanent inhabitants, but 
the summer brings some twenty or thirty 
thousand more. Before the ice is fairly 
out they are picking their way along the 
coast to the good fishing grounds where 
they will toil early and late in their sum- 
mer’s gamble for a living. 

There are along the coast about 
twelve hundred Esquimaux, but the 
number is yearly growing less as, like all 
primitive people, they assimilate the 
white man’s vices more readily than his

virtues. They are of Mon- 
golian origin and it is the 
accepted belief that they 
crossed to the American 
continent from Kam- 
schatka. It is possible that 
their choice of the part of 
the country near the Arctic 
circle for a home was the 
result of the hostility of 
the Algonquins and Crees. 
They are short in stature, 
but strongly built and have 
remarkable endurance. 
They show a great deal of 
dexterity in fashioning 
their dog  sledges and 
kyacks, are very musical 
and in places like Nain 
where they are under mis- 
sionary influence, learn to 
perform very creditabiy 
on the various band instru- 
ments. 

The Indians are of 
two tribes, the Montagnars 
and Nanskopis and it is 
said of them that nowhere 
in America could red men 
be found more like those 
whom the first explorers 
of the country knew. ‘The 
Montagnars number about 
three thousand and are 
usually of fine physique. 
They occupy the lower end 
of the peninsula. . Person- 
ally they ate a brave, mor- 


al law-abiding people and very religious, thanks to the 
Franciscans who have labored among them since sixteen 
hundred and fifteen. 

The Nanskopis live in the interior of the country and 
for that reason have come less under mission influence. 
The snow shoes made by these tribes are remarkable for 
the fineness and exactness of the filling or babiche. The 
great spectacle is at the time of the caribou migration 
when the Indians intercepting the herds as they cross the 


lakes and streams spear great numbers 
of them from their canoes. 

No trip to “the Labrador” would be 
complete without a visit to the Grenfell 
mission station and an understanding 
of the work done by that remarkable 
man. From a small beginning in 1892 
he has built up an institution that in most 
of its activities will survive him and it 
is not too much to say of him that he 
has raised the living standards of a peo- 
ple. He has now four principal hos- 
pitals, the great fisherman’s institute at 
St. John’s, co-operative storcs, a saw mill, 
a huge reindeer herd and a dozen other 
activities. He possesses to a remarkable 
degree the power of inspiring others with 
his enthusiasm and many able associates 
have helped him in the work. 

Every year students and nurses 
from the colleges and hospitals of. Eng- 
land, Canada and the United States vol- 
unteer for service on land and sea and 
the natives have much (Cont'd to p. 53)

An Inland Tea Room Type 


if EA ROOMS dotted along automobile routes of New 

England give tourists the savor of old time coach- 
ing days when y® ancient hostelry with promise of crisp 
waffles, fragrant syrup, and steaming coffee welcomed 
travelers with their prancing steeds and swash buckling 
postillions. One of two ot these tea rooms have been 
converted from antique houses and here the twentieth 
century and the seven- 
teenth join hands. The 
modern tourist, goggled, 
and dust-coated, still 
loves the glimpse of the 
way his great-great- 
great-grandfather lived, 
and his interest has 
made possible the pre- 
serving of rare New 
England dwellings. 

Such a tea room is to 
be found on the main 
automobile road from 
Boston to Portsmouth 
in Ipswich Village, after 
one has passed Ipswich 
town, and nears the 
Rowley line. 

Although many of the 
oldest houses are falling

to decay one of the 
best style of these has been saved, fortunately, 
by people- who not only care to preserve the 


quaint flavor of the place with its hand-cut panels of 
“pumpkin-pine,”’ and its tangle of roses and lilacs run 
wild, but have added the homelike and loving touch to 
the ancient house. 

Into a different sort of “tea room” from the usual 
the visitor enters by the “fore door’ of oak, one hun- 
dred and fifty years old, to step.directly into a raftered 
room flanked on one side by a huge fireplace eight feet 
long with a Dutch oven within and panelled to the ceiling 
with “pumpkin-pine.” . The tree of pumpkin pine has 
been wiped out of New England forests long since. Its 
wood was soft and the trunks of the trees were of great 
diameter so that very wide boards could be cut from it. 
Examples of “pumpkin pine” paneiling with its fluted 
supports in good Colonial style are seen rarely, and then 
in only the oldest of houses. 

A dainty waitress in Colonial cap and dress who 
takes the visitor’s order adds to the picture. The waffles, 
scones, plum cakes and other old-fashioned dainties are 
made from genuine old recipes. 

Over the door of a room that adjoins the dining 
room a sign proclaims an exhibit of. such New England 
things as are yearly becoming more and more scarce. 
Mrs. Automobilist becomes reverently enthusiastic over 


samples of hand weavings, hand dyings and hand il- 
lumined work and learns how she may reproduce this 
charm of old time things in her own home. 
Before the house gallantly hangs “Y* Sign Pe 
Y° Rose ‘T'ree” cut from the ancient pumpkin-pine by 
Gannett Houghton, twelve years old, and his handicraft 
is in its way quite equal to that of the ancient builder who 
hewed the wood from 
the forest primeval. In- 
cidentally Master Gan- 
nett and his younger 
brother aged ten are 
proprietors of the flour- 
ishing hen industry in 
the back yard of the 
ancient house whence 
come the fresh killed 
broilers served in the 
tea room. Beside the 
entrance of the house a 
hand illumined tablet 
bears the following 
quaint text: Y® Ancient 
House, build in 1780 by 
Aaron Jewett, Yoemen, 
son of Captain Jewett 
who led the Ipswich 
men to Lexington, start- 
ing from near this spot. 
The spell of Coteau days is still upon the tourist 
as he steps from the end of the lawn directly into his 
automobile, for there is no sidewalk. As in Colonial 
days the sidewalks depend upon the whim of the abut- 
ter, so that when Jewett’s sidewalk ceases—one falls in- 
to the Adam’s part of the ditch. That is why many of 
the houses are smack on the road. 
The inmates of the old dwelling find restoration a 
eas task. When they first took possession a fam- 
ily of chipmonks were the only guardians of the gracious 
ghosts of olden time. Now the chipmonks shelter their in- 
fant “chips” in a hollow tree, and the old time memories 
are conjured forth by all who pull up at ye ancient sign. 
The “Rose Tree’ numbers among its noted guests 
(then), President and Mrs. Taft, Mrs. J. J. Storrow, of 
Boston, etc., who admires and orders the weayings—and 
also authors and artists who are charmed with the quaint 
atmosphere of both house and shop, and who have given 
commissions for the very unusual hand-weavings and 
dyings to be found there. Among present orders is one 
for Mr. Ralph Adams Cram, being done from his de- 
sign, for a cape in Old English ecclesiastical embroidery, 
all the threads being hand-dyed. Along the Boston- 
Portsmouth Road the season is long and White Moun- 
tain pilgrims later find toast and waffles by the log fire 
in the ancient fireplaces a delight, even until Thanksgiving. 


ROSE TEA ROOM 


First Summer Visitors to Cape Ann 


AST GLOUCESTER claims the honor of having had 
the first summer guests in its immediate vicinity. The 
Joseph Kidder family of Boston came to Gloucester in 
1843 and while there spent much of their time in visiting 
the suburbs. They were so charmed with Eastern Point 
that they pleaded with the late Mrs, Judith Wonson, who 


lived at the old Wonson homestead, now the Hawthorne 
Inn grounds, to take some of their children and friends for 
a short time. The children proved to be grown-ups, but 
received a cordial welcome when they alighted from the 
old Salem stage coach. 

The cooking was done by an open fire on the hearth, 
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and there was an old style brick oven which turned out 
the delicacies. for the boarders. Nearly everything was 
raised on the place and lobsters and fish were plentiful. 

The Kidders came year after year and brought more 


people with them each year. A nearby cottage was used 


to lodge the overflow from the homestead. 

The next house to receive summer boarders was that 
of Mrs. F. W. Wonson, since known as the Fairview. 
Later the Craig cottage, now Merrill hall, was opened by 
Mrs. O. A. Merrill. The opening of the Delphine, Mail- 


main, Harbor View and Beachcroft soon followed. The 
Wonson homestead (now Hawthorne Inn) was leased to 
George O. Stacy in 1890, and has been continually added 
to and improved ever since. In those days Rocky Neck 
boasted of no roadway connection, but had merely a broad 
stone wall over which one walked at high tide. The open- 
ing of the Pilgrim House and Rockaway came later. The 
little district school house stood where the Harbor View 
now stands. 


Cape'A’nn Home for Fishermen 


Tie home for Cape Ann Fishermen, opened on Jan- 
uary Ist, 1912, is one of the most worthy recent chari- 


ties of Gloucester. The agitation which led to its establish- 


ment was started a few years ago by Dr. John Dixwell 
of Boston. 

At that time several old Gloucester fishermen ap- 
peared before the district court and pleaded guilty 19 
vagrancy. They had no home and winter was coming 
on, so they took this method to secure food and shelter 
in the house of correction. ‘These facts were reported in 
one of the Boston papers and the sympathies of Dr. 
Dixwell were aroused. Immediately a fund was raised 
with the result that on the day before Christmas thirteen 


old fisherman were released from the county house at 


Ipswich and placed in a 
fishermen’s boarding 
house in Gloucester 
Dr. Dixwell started an 
agitation to establish a 
permanent home for 
these men. In this he 
was aided by Judge 
Sumner D. York of 
the Eastern District 
Court. 

The story of the 
suffering and hardships 
of these old toilers of 
the deep was read by 
John Hays Hammond 
of Washington at Glou- 
cester with the result 
that in the spring of 
1912 the Colby place on 
Eastern avenue was 
purchased by him and 
presented to a board of 


trustees as a home 
for aged or indigent 
fishermen of all Cape 


Ann. . 

The .place is‘on the 
main road to Rockport 
and is. surrounded by 
about 15, acres used for 
gardening and _ fruit 
trees. The fishermen 
take much pleasure in 
their gardens and each 
one shows some origin- 
ality in arrangement 
and choice of flowers 
surrounding the vege- 
table beds.

The house has been furnished by friends. Dr. Wm. 
Appleton of Boston furnished the reception room and 
Cunningham and Thompson of Gloucester the  sitting- 
room for the matron. Wards have been furnished by the 
Master Mariners association, Howard Blackburn, Syl- 
vanus Smith & Co., George O. Stacy, Unity club of the 
Unitarian church and one by a Boston lady in memory 
of her mother, Helen Greenwood Powers. 

The home is supported by the voluntary contribu- 
tions of the public. It is not allied or identified with 


any other institution or charity in Gloucester. The trus- 
tees urge the public to visit the home. Small gifts as 
well as the larger ones will tbe welcomed. Gifts of

In Memnriam 


The North Shore has lost a lover— 
and its waves like many a heart are 
sad upon its shore. No common lov- 
er, dumb and mute before the beauty 
of the thing he loved, but one who 
knew as only genius can the way to 
spread that beauty through the land. 

How well he has done his God-ap- 
pointed task his own fame and the 
fame of this his inspiration-place 
stand mutual sponsors. He gave to 
thousands, beauties native here, but 
foreign to their eyes, so sensed and 
rendered that even we who think we 
know and love them stand rebuked 
and awed before his work, realizing 
the imperfection of our sight and 
understanding. 

In the permanent collection of that 
great gallery in our national capital 
known as the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art, the waves of the old North Shore 
are forever surging in all their might 
and mystery as seen by him “in the 
glittering moonlight.” 

And is it not significant, that when 
in the year 1900, Mr. Rehn felt called 
upon to select for exhibition in the 
historic Paris Salon the only picture 
of his save one, he ever sent across 
that mighty ocean he knew and loved 
so well, he sent a little canvas that 
must because of its size have seemed 
like a postage stamp upon the huge 
walls of the Salon—just a view of 
piling white clouds and blue, blue 
water, entitled, “A Northwester in 
Gloucester Harbor’? And lo! France 
sent it back to him medalled with 
honor—a tribute to his genius and the 
coast he so largely had made known. 
Rome knows him by his “Sunset 
Revelry” across that self-same har- 
bor—and that is all, abroad. 

But in this his own country, where 
his many honors are too well known 
to need recital here, the words spoken 
over him in his studio at Magnolia, 
amid the solemn hush of death and 
iriends, by his neighbor for more than 
twenty years, (the Rev. Dr. Charles 


ae i or Rolin 


Wadsworth of Philadelphia) will find 
an echo in every city where a canvas 
from his hand abides, bearing elo- 
quent witness to their truth: 

“He so loved its beauty, and had 
for so long observed its scenery that 
he had made Cape Ann peculiarly-his 
own. Its spirit seemed to be identi- 
fied with his spirit. He was in touch 
with its lights and with its shadows, 
with its storm and with its calm. .The 
sea-shell holds in its inmost recesses 
the music if the great deep; and so 
he seemed to hold in his heart the vi- 
sion of the ocean and the shore. In 
him reared the white foam of the 
cresting wave, the curving swell of 
the ‘long moon-silvered roll,’ the 
tumultuous joy of the breakers as un- 
der the lash of the gale they came 
rushing and crowding towards the 
shore. In him were also the reflec- 
tions of its more peaceful beauty, the 
sheen of the moonlight upon the heav- 
ing breast of the great bay, the glow 
of the sunset on inlet and cloud, the 
benediction of the wild roses, the 
weird charm of the lonely sand-dunes, 
the stretch of the beaches, the sweep 
of the meadows, the noble uprise of 
the hills. He had taken all these 
things into his heart and he gave them 
back again interpreted on the canvas 
in his rare paintings. He seemed like 
the Spirit of the region, the High 
Priest ministering at the shrine of its 
beauty and Magnolia will lack its’ de- 
votee now that he has gone.” 

So with this tribute merited, a 
blameless life and the love of all who 
knew him, on the sixth day of July at 
four in the afternoon, he put down 
his brushes wet with the commingled 
colors of the spray, and went for a 
walk, little dreaming that his work 
was finished. An hour later, he had 
passed to the Great Beyond. 

Small wonder is it, that the North 
Shore mourns, and that the waves are 
sad upon its shore.

ConTROL OF THE ARMY WorRM 

When detected, all efforts should be 
centred on keeping ‘the worms out of 
crops not yet attacked, and confining 
their injury to as small an area as 
possible. As a barrier to their pro- 
gress, either make a dust furrow of 
road dust and place around material 
liable to be attatked or plow a deep 
furrow ahead of the worms’ line of 
march. Put poisoned bran mash in 
this furrow. ‘This should be made of 
1 lb. of paris green, 25 lbs. of midd- 
lings or bran, moistened with a quart 
of cheap molasses and 1 gallon of 
of water. 

The best way to kill them in large 
numbers is to spray crops which they 
have not yet attacked with a heavy 
dose of paris green, 2 lbs. to 60 gal- 
lons of water. This strength will not - 
burn the leaves, but in order to be ef- 
fective the crop or strip of grass 
which is selected must be sprayed co- 
piously. Paris green is better than 
arsenate of lead for this purpose, be- 
cause it washes off more easily, and 
so will not injure the feeding value of 
the crop. Where a town is severely 
with the army worm, the 
farmers should combine and use a 
power sprayer, as much more effec- 
tive work can be done in this way. 
Get the local moth superintendent to 
co-operate by loaning the town spray- 
er, where there is one.

Now THE PANAMA CANAL presents problems, but 
not so serious as the problems that existed before its 
construction. . 
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Cape Cop CANAL, cut through Massachusetts soil at 
a cost of $12,000,000, was formally opend for traffic 
Wednesday. Although its cost, compared with the Pana- 
ma, the Suez, the New Erie or the Manchester Ship 
Canal in England, appears small, its possibilities of traffic 
are enormous. Panama Canal cost $400,000,000: the 
New York State Barge Canal cost $100,000,000; Suez ate 
up $100,000,000 before the waters of the Red Sea and 
the Mediterranean were joined between its banks; Cape 
Cod Canal starts business on the comparatively modest 
outlay of a dozen millions. But the tonnage figures are 
suggestive. The yearly tonnage of the Suez is twenty- 
one million tons ; of the Manchester Canal fifty-six million 
tons; of the Erie about four million; Panama (estimated) 
some eleven million tons. The estimated tonnage of 
Cape Cod Canal is laid at twenty-five million tons. New 
England people, as a whole have not been taking much 
notice of this interesting piece of brave enginering, which 
for three years, has been progressing right at their door- 
steps. They have been going down to Panama by the 
shipload to see the sights of the big ditch which makes 
the world wonder. Some day New Englanders should 
train their telescopes on Buzzards Bay and take a sweep- 
ing view of what has been accomplished in the way of the 
dreadful voyage around the Cape and its toll of death, 
which has earned for that strip of Massachusetts coast- 
line the grim appellation of the: marine graveyard of 
America. 7 


Tue Warcu and Warp Society has thrown down 
the gauntlet on all forms of petty gambling and is mak- 
ing a wide-spread campaign against all devices by which 
a bonus is given by chance, although the full value may 


be given in all instances. The society interprets the law 
to mean that all devices are illegal where there is any 
determination by chance (not skill) of what one receives 
—in the words of Chief Justice Waite of the United 
States Supreme Court, “It matters not even if every pur- 
chaser was to receive full value for his money in any 
event.” Thus it is not merely illegal to dispose by chance 
of a doll, a ton of coal, etc., but illegal as well to sell 5 
cent cigars for 5 cents apiece with a chance of getting 
more than a 5 cent cigar—illegal to sell goods at regular 
prices with any bonus or prize determined by chance, 
or by having the purchase price rebated if the sale hap- 
pens to have been made on a certain day, etc., ete. Any 
and all devices or methods are illegal where the chance 
element without skill comes in. 


Tue Porrrica, AtTMospHERE has changed remark- 
ably in Massachusetts in the last year. Weteat was in- 
evitable for the republican party last year with the align- 
ment of forces as they were. This year the democratic 
party may well look to its laurels. McCall will make a 
vigorous campaign for Governor and tray win. How- 
ever that may be, a success for the republican parity in 
its contest for the lieutenant governorship will give the 
organization an opening that will spell <tecess later.

to thank them for. 

One of Dr. Grenfell’s associates, Dr. Guive of Battle 
Harbor, during the winter covers some 2,000 miles with 
his visiting the widely scattered settlements along the 
Canadian Labrador and the Atlantic seaboard as far north 
as Nain. The phrase “missionary hardships” is frequently 
an inaccurate one, but it would take a bold critic to decry 
Dr. Guive’s performance. 

If space permitted I would write also of the Moravian 
stations in the northern part of. the peninsula, of the 
Hudson Bay Company with a.record of two centuries and 
a half of achievement, of the copper mines, the deposits 
of labradorite, and a dozen other things of interest. Since 
it does not I can only hope that in time people will realize 
that close at hand is scenery equal to Norway’s, unrivalled 
fishing and hunting and a climate that in the summer 
months is unsurpassed. 


The article on Labrador, printed in this issue will 
prove of interest to the large number of North Shore 
people who have some knowledge of Dr. Grenfell’s. won- 
derful work in that northland. Scores of Boston’s best 
known familes have been represented in Dr. Grenfell’s 
corps of helpers in seasons past. Dr. John Mason Little, 
Jr., of Boston, son of John Mason Little of Boston and 
Swampscott, has now been connected with the work of 
Dr. Grenfell for seven years and is the surgeon in charge 
of the largest hospital, which is at St. Anthony. Dr. 
John D. Adams, a Boston Orthopedic specialist, is ‘giving 
his time this present summer in helping in that Northern 
country, as is also Dr. Joseph Andrews anveye specialist 
of Santa Barbara, California. Miss Rosamond Bradley 


of Boston, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. R. S. Bradley of 
Pride’s Crossing, who has been associated with Dr. 
Adams in his work at the Boston Dispensary is also at 
st. Anthony, Newfoundland, this summer. Dr. Little’s 
two sisters, Miss Louisa and Miss Grace Little have giv- 
en good service in the north. Miss Amelia Forbes has 
in the past assisted in the hospital at Pilley’s Island, as 
has Miss Anne Cabot as well. Miss Esther Williams of 
Milton and Marblehead is this summer acting as house- 
keeper at Battle Harbor; she was a classmate of Mrs. 
Grenfell’s at Bryn Mawr College. Mr. Leverett Salton- 
stall has given a summer in the north, also. Among 
those who have gone up this year, are James White, 2nd 
J. Amory Jeffries, William T. Bowditch, Winthrop Burr, 
Paul B. Roberts, Goodhue Livingston, Lansing MacVie- 
kar and others. All of these volunteers give actual hard 
labor helping in whatever way they can.

ANTI-SUFFRAGE NOTES 


‘Mrs. Henry Preston WHITE 

While officially the woman suffrage 
workers proclaim that what they 
seek is justice, not chivalry in their 
struggles with men when the contest 
really arrives, they grow indignant if 
chivalry is lacking. The anti-suffrage 
contention to the effect is well borne 
out by a recent happening. On last 
Sunday, certain of the workers spoke 
on the Boston common under a per- 
mit secured from the city hall. When 
their time expired, and the police no- 
tified them they would have to give 
way ‘they became very indignant, es- 
pecially as they had one more speaker 
who wanted to have the last word. Yet 
the action of the police in holding 
them to their exact rights, was the 
only possible course open to those of- 
ficials. Sunday afternoons, the meet- 
ings have to be run on a close sched- 
ule, and if the women were allowed 
to speak over the time of their per- 
mit, their brother socialists would be 
the first to make a similar plea. This 
is the last thought to reach the wo- 
men. 


Anti-suffragists are following close- 
ly the methods used on collecting sig- 
natures for suffrage petitions in vari- 
ous states of the union. From all that 
can be learned, a regular business 
proposition has been made out of it, 
and a price is paid per name as a 
regular affair.

Mat- 
ters have now reached a point where 
in California it is well understood it 
costs about $15,000 for signatures to 
put a constitutional amendment on the 
ballot and about $10,000 for a refer- 
endum on a legislative measure. The 
signatures for the recall of a munict- 
pal official will cost from $2,000 up.

After her address several 
of her auditors took the opportunity 
to ask her questions, which she an- 
swered to their apparent satisfaction. 
The “Votes for Women” buttons and 
suffrage literature was distributed by 
several fair suffragists. With Miss 
Foley on her trip to Manchester were 
Miss Portia Willis of New York city, 
who has been speaking in Massachu- 
setts during the past few days; Mrs. 
Frances Brady of Watertown; and 
Miss Harriet Smith of Boston. Both 
of the last named ladies are attorneys 
in Boston. 

The meeting indicated an in- 
creased interest in the suffrage ques- 
tion locally and from the sentiment 
shown in Miss Foley’s audience it 
would seem that new friends were 
made for the cause after her remarks. 
Her sincerity, forceful expression and 
many pointed anecdotes served to 
drive her remarks home with a punch. 
This was demonstrated by the fre- 
quent applause which met Miss Fo- 
ley’s talk. Miss Willis, one of the 
party, a leader in the suffrage fight 
in New York state, was expected. to 
speak, but the length of Miss Foley’s 
talk prevented her speaking. Miss 
Willis made friends for the cause in 
this state when she spoke on Boston 
common last Sunday. She is a most 
attractive young woman, of magnetic 
personality and a forceful speaker. 

Following the meeting Miss Foley 
and her party enjoyed a supper at 
the Manchester Tea Rooms.

And he was discovered without 
the aid of Diogenes’ lamp, for he dis- 
covered himself. The gentleman is 
no other than Representative Wither- 
spoon of Mississippi, who returned 
$82.20 to the payinaster of the House 
of Representatives for salary that was 
tendered him, with the explanation 
that he had been away four days. It 
is estimated that at this time of the 
year when the House of Representa- 
tives is practically marking time, 
waiting for the Senate to complete its 
work, that there are over two hundred 
members of the House absent from 
the city, and should these gentlemen 
follow the action of Representative 
Witherspoon, it would save the gov- 

ernment over $4,000 daily. 


Dip Linp LAnpb $25,000? 

A few of the Republicans in the 
House of Representatives in an effort 
to make some political hay, have been 
endeavoring to inquire into the de- 
tails of the mission of John Lind, who 
was the President’s personal repre- 
sentative to Mexico, and they also 
want to know about his pay.

CoUNTING THE ‘BIRDIES 

The Capital ‘City is quite proud of 
the fact that the bird census which has 
been undertaken by the United States 
government has shown that a portion 
of Washington—the Chevy Chase dis- 
trict, is the most thickly populated dis- 
trict for birds in the United States. 
The average was found to be about 
seven birds per acre. It may be sur- 
prising to learn that timber land sup- 
ports a much smaller bird population 
than an equal area of farm land. In 
the bulletins issued by the bird count- 
ers of the government no special ref- 
erence is made to the golf course of 
Chevy Chase, although everyone 


knows that this place is famous for 
its country clubs, and as the spot 
where ex-President Taft used to take 
his daily exercise in order that he 
might keep from weighing half a ton. 


SPRINKLE Borax On THEIR TAILS 
The United States Department of 
Agriculture has issued a bulletin stat- 
ing that as the result of experiments it 
has been found that a small amount of 
ordinary borax sprinkled daily on fer- 
tilizers, garbage, etc., will prevent the 
breeding of the typhoid or house fly. 
The “swat the fly” campaign has been 
carried on in Washington for several 
years, and the result is that there has 
been a great diminishing in quantities 
of flies. The Department says that 
the most important thing that can be 
done is to prevent breeding. 
THe “Hoosters’” Kick 
Even the ‘Civil Service Commission 
with its supposed leaning toward the 
Democratic party, fails to please Sen- 
ator Kern and Representative Cullop 
of Indiana, who have instigated an 
investigation that is being carried on 
under the direction of the President 
to ascertain whether the claims of the 
“hoosiers” to the effect that the inter- 
ests of Republicans are being favored 
in government service is true. All 
the racket has been stirred up because 
a small postmastership .t Merom, In- 
diana was filled by the namirg of a 
Republican over the heads of Kern 
and Cullop. 


KEEP THE ROADS DRAINED 

“No permanent road has ever been 
constructed or ever will be,’ accord- 
ing to road specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
who amplify the statement with an 
appeal for keeping the roads in good 
repair. The federal officials claim 
that the general impression that there 
are certain types of roads that are 
permanent is erroneous.” It is pointed 
out that the only things about the road 
that may be considered permanent are 
grading, culverts and bridges, and 
therefore the Washington authorities 
assert that “the first and last com- 
mandment toward. road maintenance 
is to keep the surface well drained.” 


WueEen WILL Concress ADJOURN ? 

There is serious talk to the effect 
that the Senate may continue its work 
almost up to the day of election, and 
a few people even predict that Con- 
gress will be in session until Decem- 
ber. With the anti-trust legislation 
still in the foreground, the fight un- 
settled as to just who will be mem- 
bers of the Federal Reserve Board, 
and the Colombia and Nicaragua trea- 
ties promising a splendid row, there

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When Society Chases the Antiques

ary? real good today!’ exclaimed a stunning girl. “Pick- 

ed up a jewel of a Chippendale table at a third 
what ’twas worth, and had a lovely haggle with another 
chap over a decanter and only overpaid him about a 
tenth!” 

In the above, you have a glimmering of the truth 
about Society and the Antiques. The prevalent notion 
that the purchase of ancient domestic plunder is com- 
mandeered chiefly by swordfaced maidens of fifty and up- 
wards, in gray hair and false teeth is slightly remote from 
the facts. Mr. Antique Dealer will tell you that none can 
make it so hot for him as a bevy of Fashionables out for 
an afternoon of mischief ! 

Know about the subjects? Well rather! They’ll 
distinguish a Chippendale from a Sheraton, and a Hepple- 
white from a Tonier, and a Georgian from a Jacobite, 
and a Louis XIV from the attendant crop of Louis’ with 
a dexterity that fairly startles. 

’Twas but last week that I dropped into a Newbury- 
port shop and found the dried-up little proprietor almost 
shrunk into his tiny skull cap, so profound and absorb- 
ing was his despair. 

“These society girls!”, he lamented; “they'll bring 
me in sorrow to my grave!” And when I pressed for 
details, he gave up as per follows: 

eOver near Topsfield, I recently discovered a pre- 
cious skeleton of a Chippendale bureau. A perfect gem! 
Two of the drawers were absent and the facings of the 
two remaining were in bad shape. 

“Well, 1 got the treasure here to the shop and my 
best expert went at it. 

“He worked long and patiently and when his task 
was finished, there was the finest Chippendale ‘bureau 
I have ever owned! Every care had been used in the 
repairs and in making the new drawers and backings, 
we had carefully ‘treated’ the wood so that it had every 
semblance of having the veritable latter-part-of-the-eigh- 
teenth century condition. 

“Monday of this week, I felt sure I had my $500 
for the bureau, but that same Monday I also found I 
hadn’t got it. 

“About two o’clock, a lot of young women piled out 
of an auto and made for that bureau. They went at 
the article with the scrutiny of a cross-examining attorney 
and turned and twisted and inspected and squinted and 
giggled and grinned; post-mortemed that bureau upside 
down and hindside foremost. They kept me working for 
a solid hour, answering their thousand questions and 
showing that blamed bureau up, down and across. 

“Well, I had the thing sold, was to send it up to a 
sumptuous North Shore establishment and then, what 
happened but one minx whipped out a tiny knife and 
dug into the back of one of the drawers that had had to 
be made new! 

“Although I explained and admitted the exact con- 
dition of the bureau when I discovered it, the fact of 


that imp’s detecting the weak solution of dye in the back 
of those infernal drawers knocked the sale! 

‘Don’t wonder that I weep and wail and gnash my 
molars ?” 

Although this Newburyport patriarch may have been 
run through his Primer rather strenously, it is the So- 
ciety folk who have made it possible for the tremendous 
vogue the antiques business enjoys! To their ability to 
engage experts and do furnishing and decorating cor- 
rectly is due the power of antiques in the land! Be it 
distinctly understood, that when the clever daughter of 
an impoverished Puritan house concocts her Salem gib- 
raltars and offers them from within an artistically-de- 
signed shop at the crossways, ‘tis not the manifold Mid- 
dle Class that encourages her sales! It is the Newport- 
to-Bar-Harbor-and—later, to-Lenox-and-Lakewood dele- 
gation that tosses her the emolument and the “Delicious, 
really!” 

It was inevitable, as human nature wiggle-waggles, 
that this very enthusiasm of Society for the artistic and 
the unique should result in strenuous, systematic plans for 
the bunco. “Oh, we’ve had the most interesting time!” 
exclaims a bud. “George took us down to a street back 
of Boylston and we just sat there in the auto and watched 
them making ’em? ‘What?’, why, those everlasting ‘ser- 
ving trays.’ You know there isn’t an antiques shop this 
side of Jerusalem but what has a bale of those mahogany 
or rosewood or satinwood ‘trays,’ always declared to be 
‘very old and out of some private-estate hordes to which 
we alone had access,’ and all that. Well, George wanted to 
know if we didn’t want to actually see them manufactur- 
ing these ‘very old and choice’ frauds! just too inter- 
esting for anything and you gamble we had a good time! 
We were in the rear of several of those antiques places 
that are eternally ‘selling-out-regardless-of-cost-because- 
the-building-is-to-be-torn-down.’ They all have base- 
ment workshops and we were peeping into the rear win- 
dows of these. We could just see stacks of these ‘very 
old and choice’ trays and the workmen polishing away 
and piling up more.” 

No, indeed, the Newport propaganda for fighting 
the overcharge of butchers and bakers and candlestick- 
makers of trade was not based at all on the arbitrary 
“whim?” of social minions, as the saffron papers of course 
had to assume, but on the practical fact that certain shop- 
keepers insisted upon believing that there was no limit 
to the possibilities of billing the society people. 

Thus, if one could drag from family closets the 
skeleton story of the buncoes of antiques purveyors, he 
would not wonder that the young woman at Newbury- 
port applied the penknife! Indeed, he would almost 
wonder that she did not take a crowbar. 

The quest works some striking transitions, though. 
“T’m Jacobite now,” said a well known North Shore 
summer citizen, the other morning. “Was Georgian, but 
my wife had one of her periodic renovating moods and 
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the Georgian has gone to the attic and I enter the din- 
ing-room, these days, to the era of Scottish ecclesiastical 
lore. I feel as carved and mysterious and musty as a 
a Presbyterian crypt.” 

The above only emphasizes the surprise that the 
masculine portion of a fashionable entourage feels when 
mamma and the daughters decide to flit from Mission to 
Louis XIII, or Sheraton to willowwork. 

But when they are both furniture cranks! Town 
Topics, and from it the New York Journal and World 
are soon likely to blare the story of , we fear, a Furni- 
ture Divorce. She, a rotund matron now, and daughter 
of a former: Colorado mining man, goes in for French 
antiques. Every blessed thing she can dig up in the way 
of the fricaseed fancies of the several Louis’ is shopped 
up to the opulent Essex County manor. He is a vicious 
and resourceful crank for Mission and Georgian. 

So many drayloads of these styles have been stored 
in this home that it has long been a question of which of 
the couple is to have this or that corner for the newest 
acquisition ! 

Thus a stately manor has gradually been metanior- 
phosed into a Museum, of gildings and chasings and 
teaks and oaks, one Collector in a corner amidst his pond- 
erous English antiques and the other a Niobe among her 
marquetry ! 

I asked a magnificent dame to tell me just as nearly 
as she could what she considered the main secret in the 


fascinations of antiques. This is her reply: 

“It is the imaginations the confounded junk brings 
up! Talk about opium and hashish, Antiques beats them 
a mile! 1 can survey an alleged treasure, while the own- 
er stuffs me with a bale of data and no matter if I 
haven't the least idea in the world what he is jabbering 
about, I'll go imagining! Suppose he says the thing is 
English—very well, away we go for deep, dark English 
fireplaces, high settles, low settles, plum pudding and the 
Lord knows what else! In Antiques, you see, the less 
you know the happier you are! If I have just shipped 
home a copper teakettle that is supposed to date from 
William the Conqueror, what is the use to go and scratch 
at the thing and try to prove it’s of Indiana tin plate? 
Ignorance is more than bliss in Antiques—it’s just simply 
PARADISE. 7

Calusd’s Sea Pictures are Stirring 


Armenian Marine Artist Poetizes the Bosphorus and the Harbors of New York and 
Boston with His Brush 


C CALUSD, an Armenian marine artist, is showing 20 
* of his works for the first time in New England at 
Manchester-by-the-Sea, where a number of summer resi- 
dents have been reviewing them privately this week. Be- 
ginning Monday, the pictures will be on public view, to 
continue through the summer. 

Mr. Calusd’s work has attracted much attention in 

New York, where he has been painting for some time, 
and where he recently received his final naturalization 
papers. 
Although he attained prominence in Roumania and 
Turkey as a result of 15 years or more of painting after 
finishing his studies in the Ottoman school of art at Con- 
stantinople, and even had one of his works bought for 
the national museum at Budapest, Mr. Calusd decided to 
come to America, and liked here so well that he stayed, 
though he had to begin almost as an unknown. 

When he entered New York harbor for the first time 
the dominant object for him, as for other newcomers, was 
the statue of Liberty. Instead of the conventional senti- 
ment connected with the statue, however, the painter was 
struck by a quaint notion. For 20 years he had painted 
and studied in Paris, Vienna and other continental cities, 
and had often seen Americans greet friends seen at a 
distance with a wave of the hand and a “Hello!” 

Instantly the Bartholdi statue struck him as typifying 
this national trait. With the liberty that is the right of 
the artist with a vision, Mr. Calusd made the city appear 
to embrace the foot of the statue, placed the incoming liner 
in an advantage angle of the view and gave the whole 
the effect that Liberty was beckoning and shouting a cheery 
“Hello!” to all comers. 

The work was the means of introducing the artist in 


America, for it attracted the attention of the Persian con- 
sul general, H. H. Topakyan, who bought it and gave it 
to President Wilson. The painting is now in the White 
House collection. 

To the humor and imagination indicated by this inci- 
dent Mr. Calusd exhibits the vivid feeling of color charac- 
teristic of the oriental. The quality of his color is pure 
and delicate to pearliness. All his work reveals sound 
academic training in its observance of the principles of 
balance, action and restraint—all shows individual qualities 
of sentiment and originality. 

“Castles of the Rich” is one of his happiest works, 
the result, it is said, of over 30 studies to get just the 
right effect of transparent mist hanging over the sky- 
scrapers of lower Manhattan as seen from the harbor. 
The commercial element blends with the romantic notion 
of the towering piles as part of great castles, the sky is 
alight with the last rays of the sun and the dark waters 
in the foreground are busy with shipping. 

The greatness of his teacher, Vateri the court paint- 
er, is evident in teaching guidance that could result in the 
really thrilling work called ‘‘Reveille on the Bosphorus,” 
a painting that is not unworthy in its color of comparison 
with Turner. The golden haze of the sun, which is ris- 
ing just behind the dome of a great mosque suffuses and 
dominates the picture. An immensity of shipping and 
shore life is hinted at, yet the sea and the sunlit air are 
the center of interest. 

“In Pleasant Weather” is a tranquil view over the 
sunlit bay, with fishermen toiling at the nets on the shore. 
As in all the works, the painting has an individual mood 
and the color is a complete joy, from the many tints on 
the sail of the boat to the yellow sheen across the water, 
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For variety there is “Warriors on the Trail,” a pic- 
ture of two handsome Arabian horses, gaily caparisoned 
in Arab fashion, and mounted by sheiks, arching their 
necks and pawing the ground while their riders pause to 
chat where their paths cross. There is something of a 
Schreyer’s love for horses and ability to paint them in 
this work. ; 

Again one is reminded of Woodbury, the Boston 
marine painter, in the stirring pictures of vessels laboring 
in the trough of the sea in mid-ocean. here are two of 
these, powerful in execution, tragic, yet poignantly 
beautiful. 

What a colorist can do with the wharves of Chelsea 
is shown by Mr. Calusd in an interesting study, into 
which a good deal of the artist’s poetry was poured. 
Similarly there is an agreeable study of the Charles river 
basin, with the domes of the exposition building silhouet-

ted against the blueness of the night, and the shore lamps 
dotting the dark waters with light. Two speedy launches 
rush along in the foreground. 

Then there is a handsome Gloucester wharf picture, 
aglow with vivid color. Small sketches give lively im- 
pression of Mediterranean bits. There are other subjects. 

Also noted by the visitor was an unfinished picture 
of the point on Major Higginson’s place in Manchester, 
showing water, rocks, trees and house alk working out 
into an agreeable essay in landscape poetizing. 

Mr. Calusd is enthusiastic over the pictorial qualities 
of the North Shore, and expects to do much sketching 
through the summer. He paints at sunrise perhaps a 
little more frequently than at sunset, for then his favorite 
accessories, the fishermen, are active-—Christian Science

Aut, EuroprE 1s Now INVOLVED IN A Wak that the 
civilized world must deplore. To assert a cause is not 
so difficult as it first appears. It is with all its intricacies 
and diplomacy but a recurrence of the age-long contests 
on the European checkerboard for the balance of power 
that for generations has been involved in that Eastern 
question. The apparent peace in Turkey in the years 
preceding the late conflicts has meant nothing. ‘To as- 
sert that the cause of the present struggle is the assasina- 
tion of the heir to the Austrian throne or the attack made 
by Austria upon Servia is to mistake an incident for the 
real cause of the war and to raise an incident to the plane 
of a casus belli. The attack on Fort Sumter was not the 
cause of the Civil War; it was the initial fight in the war. 
The question involved was the permanency “of the Ameri- 
can Republic. It is doubtless true that Servia’s sin is its 
success and that its ascendancy has been disturbing 
to Austria and probably to Russia. These conditions 
would be local only and confine the struggle to Austria and 
Servia. But the Servians are kinsmen of the Russians 
and Austria’s success despite her present insistence that 
her design is not to acquire new territory would mean 
that Russia’s assumed guardianship of the Balkan district 
would be at an end, their kinsmen vanquished and their 
own ambitions to obtain a foothold upon the Mediter- 
anean sea blocked by the successes of the Austrian arms 
against Servia, a result, of course, that would be evitable. 
Hence Russia’s hasty mobilization. For generations the 
ambitions of Russia have disturbed Germany and the 
Russian mobilization on its frontier forced the hand of 
the German Kaiser. What else could he have done! 
Such a move meant war and with a war on Germany 
must needs consider its ancient foe the French on the 
South. Consequently the Kaiser served an ultimatum to 
Russia to cease moblization and to France requesting a 
statement of her position in the impending war ‘The 
French nation has not forgotten Alsace and Lorraine and 
with scientific rivalry its army has been drilled and 
pipes for a possible conflict with Germany, Hence 

the German ultimatum to France and the resulting mobi- 

lization of the armies of both countries. That Great 
Britain could honorably fold her hands and permit the 
Germany navy to pass out of the North Sea into the 
English Channel to menace the unprotected French coast 
with all its commercial destruction is unthinkable. ‘And 
so in two short weeks from very simple beginnings all 
Europe is at war, and who can tell the outcome. 


No Frar Neep Be ENTERTAINED for the safety of 
American tourists abroad. There is an esprit»de corps 
in our countrymen abroad that will meet the exigency. 
In their perplexity our national government will do all 
within its power to obtain safe passage home. Much 
inconvenience will be experienced by the tourists, but 
their safety is unquestioned. 


Ir ts Sar THAT Ex-PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT will be in- 
vited to enter the campaign to elect a congressman in this 
district. He had better seek other grounds where his in- 
fluence is greater! 


THE OPENING OF THE Capgé Cop CANAL is another 
commercial triumph for New England. The credit should 
be unstintedly paid to August Belmont. Critics have been 
speaking about the current that runs from-Massachusetts 
Bay to Buzzards Bay through the Canal. _ If it-does, is 
such a current disastrous? ‘The real point is that cur- 
rents do run and the connections have been made be- 
tween the two bays. ‘The contructors of the canal may 
be depended upon to work out the small problem ak cur- 
rent presents. 


For THree GENERATIONS the Eastern States have 
sought the co-operation of the middle west and the south 
to pass national laws that would aid the development. of 
the United States merchant marine. ‘The south and west 
have been obdurate. But this European crisis ought to 
show the indifferent west that the establishment of a 
fleet of American-owned vessels will accrue as much to 
the west’s interests as to the east’s. Where are the ships 
now to carry the products of the west and south to 
Europe and Asia? 


Howrver Mucu THE Press may be tempted to 
malign Austria and blame Germany for the present crisis 
in Europe a second thought should be given the events 
of the day. The responsibility for the war will lay 
secondarily upon Germany, but the real cause of the strife 
is Russia’s insatiable greed. A way to the sea of Mar- 
mora and the Strait of Dardanelles and the Bosphorus 
will be the only accessions in Europe that will satisfy 
Russia. 


SucH A SuMMER Tuts Has Been! «The Salem 
catastrophe was quite enough for the North Shore and 
now comes the European difficulties.

TAX RATE OF $11.20 


IncrEASED Cost oF GENERAL Gov- 
ERNMENT—STATE, COUNTY AND 
Town—CauseEs INCREASED 
Tax Rats. 


The Manchester board of assessors 
announced the tax rate for the pre- 
sent year last Saturday noon,—$11.20 
on a $1000, which is an increase over 
last year of $2.40. This is the high- 
est rate in Manchester for some 
years, and it is caused, it is announc- 
ed, by no one item of expenditure in 
Manchester, but by the general in- 
crease in the cost of government, in 
state, county and town. The big item 
of increase is in the state and county 
tax, which will be $74,912.63 this 
year. The matter of sewers in Man- 
chester has nothing to do with the 
increase, for the only expense by the 
town this year is the interest on the 
bonds, which is not a big item in, 
the total output for the year. 

The figures employed to derive at 
the rate is based on the following: 

Personal property: residents, $8,- 
123,515; non-residents, $32,970; total, 
$8,156,485. 

Real estate: residents, $3,868,110; 
non-residents, $4,794,145; total $8,- 
662,255. 

Legally exempt: $33,520. ' 

Total assessed on April 1, 
$16,785,220. 

Last year’s valuation was $16,758,- 
754, which is $26,466 less than this 
year.

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GAMES OF CHANCE 
The Watch and Ward Society has 
sent out the following letter :— 

Punch boards and all devices are 
illegal by which a bonus is given by 
chance even through full value is giv- 
en in every instance. Recently some 
candy manufacturers have been push- 
ing their sales by putting out punch 
boards by which on the payment of 
5 or 10 cents one puches out a num- 
ber, which if a lucky number, gives 
the purchaser an extra amount of 
candy. 

On some of these boards the pur- 
purchaser received for his 10 cents a 
number is obtained. In others, though 
each time the purchaser receives 
something, it is clearly of less value 
than the amount paid. There never 
was any question that these devices 
are illegal. . 

With some boards, however, each 
purchaser received for his 10 cents a 
box of candy which it was claimed 
was of the full value of 10 cents but 
a larger box of candy if a lucky num- 
ber was obtained, and those putting 
out these boards did so claiming that 
as “in any event he gets his money’s 
worth,” they are not illegal. 

This Society, however, claimed 
that even these boards were illegal, 
for Chapter 214 of the Revised Laws, 


Section 7 says that all methods are 
illegal ‘“‘whereby such chance or de- 
vice is made an additional inducement 
to the disposal or sale of said prop- 
erty.” 

Now on an inquiry from General 
Whitney, Chief of the District Police, 
to the department of the Attorney 
General of Massachusetts, the opinion 
has just been handed down (July 25- 
th) that all such devices are undoubt- 
edly illegal even where full value is 
given in every instance, but with an 
extra value in some instances deter- 
mined by chance.

THe CoLoneL AND THE TREATIES 

When Colonel Roosevelt came to 
Washington two years ago and ap- 
peared before the committee investi- 
gating campaign expenses, he turned 
the plans of the Congressmen topsy- 
turvy. With this recollection in 
mind, the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee is not particularly anxious 
to have the Colonel appear before it 
to tell what he knows and_ thinks 
about the pending treaties proposing 
to pay Colombia $25,000,000 for the 
partition of Panama.

Events of Interest from the Seat of, 
Goyernment

INSURANCE 

Evidently thostile interests are be- 
coming very much distressed by ‘the 
success of the Postal Life Insurance 
Company of New York, since they 
are attempting to check its onward 
course by legislative enactment. There 


has been a pet theory for a good: 


many years that nobody would take 
life insurance unless solicited by an 
agent. The Postal Life has plenty 
of resources and owns one of the 
big downtown buildings of New York 
City. The men who organized it be- 
lieve in printers’ ink, and have backed 
their judgment by placing their ad- 
vertising throughout the country. The 
result is that they have been forging 
ahead rapidly, in fact, they have 
made such progress as “the only non- 
agency company in America” that the 
old line insurance companies have de- 
cided to try to put the innovation out 
of business, and therefore bills have 
been introduced to both the Senate 
and the House which provide that no 
insurance company shall be permitted 
to use the mails for procuring or ef- 
fecting a policy upon persons or pro- 
perty situated in any state of the 
United States, when the said state by 
its own laws prohibits the company 
from transacting the insurance busi- 
ness in that state. The Postal Life 
endeavors to reduce the cost of life 
insurance, by doing all its business 
from one headquarters and without 
agents. It has been in business for 
a number of year and is successful ; 
as a corporation of New York it is 
regularly examined and has been giv- 
en a certificate of good standing by 
the insurance department of that 
state. 

Every session of Congress brings 
forth a lot of bills which bring up the 
old doctrine of  state’s rights, 
and this is one of them. If the Postal 
Life was open to any criticism on 
the part of the federal government, 
then the Postoffice Department would 
have checked its progress long years 
ago. 

The singularly significant thing 
about this legislation is that only one 
company is affected by the numerous 
bills that have appeared almost simul- 
taneously in Congress, but if it is 
true that through the use of adver- 


tising space, and the United States 
mails this company has built its busi- 
ness to a big success, then there is 
no more reason why it should be re- 
stricted by local state laws, than by 
acts of common councils and county 
boards. With all the restrictions be- 
ing placed upon insurance companies 
has come the demand that the United 
States Congress provide for federal 
control and regulation of insurance 
business throughout the United States 
as a practical solution of ‘the problems 
that have been exciting legislatures 
and state insurance departments in 
recent years. 


ARGUMENTS BY FORCE 

When one sees old Ben Tillman 
plodding through the streets of Wash- 
ington the conclusion suggests itself 
that this fiery individual who once 
fought with ‘his fists in the United 
States Senate, has become too civilized 
to continue to advocate that style of 
argument Yet there remain politicians 
in Congress who are quite as obstrep- 
ous as was “Pitch Fork” Tillman in 
his earlier days. Recently Represent- 
ative Bryan of the state of Washing- 
ton, having become infuriated by the 
taunts of Representatives Moore of 
Pennsylvania and Madden of Illin- 
ois, went on the warpath, and had 
there not been interference it is likely 
that some Congressional mugs would 
have been sadly disfigured. ‘The 
Speaker reminded the House that the 
Congress of the United States was 
“not a school for pugilism.’’ Repre- 
sentative Roberts of Nevada, who is 
making a bid for the position of 
“Jester,” has introduced a resolutton 
providing that “the Marquis of 
Queensbury rules shall govern tie 
House in the settlement of al! dis- 
putes, when the question of persona: 
privilege is involved * * * and the 
Speaker of the House shall! be off cial 
veferee.” 


TESTING THE Fiy’s Fiicnt 

There have been a series of long 
distance races between the British and 
American house flies, in which the 
United |States has been hopelessly 
outclassed, according to information 
that has been received by the United 
States public health service. It was 
agreed between scientists of both 
countries that there should be a series 
of flights to determine just how far 
the fly can carry its bacillus-covered 
feet. In the United States 350 flies 
were captured and marked by means 
of spots of gold enamel. They were 
afterward released and the winner 
was found only 240 yards from the 
starting point. 

The British experiments were much 
more elaborate, 25,000 flies were 


captured. ‘They were fed on brown 
sugar for twenty-four hours because 
it was found that such food was best 
to develop the full powers of flight. 
The flies were divided into armies of 
5,000 each, and each lot was dusted 
with a colored powdered chalk. In 
one case a fly traveled 1,700 yards 
within 48 hours of the time of libera- 
tion. ‘This, according to the British, 
constitutes ithe longest flight that has 
yet been recorded. 

While the American scientists are 
willing to yield the fly marathon to 
Great Britain, they insist {that the 
United States is the greatest winner, 
for the most desirable thing to learn 
about a germ-carrying house fly is his 
inability ito cover very much ground. 
England wins, yet she loses. 


THe LincotN MEMORIAL 

The nation’s noble tribute to Lin- 
coln, for which Congress appropriated 
$2,000,000 in February, 1913, which 
is now in course of construction in 
Washington, is to take the form of 
a monument symbolizing the Union 
of ithe United States of America, in- 
closing in the walls of its sanctuary 
three memorials to the man himself 
—one a statue of heroic size, express- 
ing Lincoln’s humane personality, the 
other memorials of his two great 
speeches, one of the Gettysburg 
speech, the other of the second in- 
augural address, each with attendant 
sculpture and painting telling in alle- 
gory of his splendid qualities evident 
in those speeches. 

3y means of terraces the ground at 
the site of the Lincoln memorial will 
be raised until the same level is ob- 
tained as the ground at the base of 
the Washington monument. First, a 
circular terrace, 1,000 feet in diame- 
ter will be raised 11 feet above the 
present grade. On its outer edge will 
be planted four concentric rows of 
trees, leaving a plateau in the center 
750 feet in diameter, which is four 
feet greater than ithe length of the 
Capitol. In the center of this plateau, 
surrounded by a wide roadway and 
walks, will rise a terrace 16 feet high 
and 500 feet in diameter, making a 
total elevation of grade 27 feet above 
the present grade. On this will rise 
the memorial to Lincoln.

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Expressing American Ideals 


Is Aim of Woman Sculptor 


4 Ba bring the love of and training in classic art to the 
expression of American ideals is the aim of Anna 
Coleman Ladd, the only woman sculptor on the committee 
of 12 for the Panama exposition and a member of the 
advisory committee for New England. She has been 
invited to exhibit three examples of her own work at the 
exposition. 
In Mrs. Ladd’s design for a soldiers’ monument Just 
finished, the ideals of the new world are revealed in its 
epitomizing of the peace idea. Courage, strength and 
valor are expressed in the three figures of the design. 
The central woman figure with the rainbow of pro- 


mise behind her head sits erect in quiet dignity, her face ~ 


calm as she looks into the future. . 
On the right side a Southern soldier and on the 


left a soldier of the North turn toward the vision of 
peace. The cavalryman sheathes his sword. His chival- 
rous cloaked figure contrasts with the stalwart quiet ot 
the Northern soldier whose gun is at rest. 

In the lower section of the relief a recumbent soldier 
looks up and back to see the vision for which his sacrifice 
has been made. 

The relief, to be finished in bronze, was not made 
by Mrs. Ladd for any particular position. It is a visualiz- 
ing of her own vision of universal peace. 

Mrs. Ladd insists that she is not original in her work, 
but that she just models the thing before 
her eyes. She said, “I see children play- 
ing; there is my study. A person makes 
a heroic sacrifice. I hear or read about 
it and I have my theme. 

“Fyerywhere there are subjects for 
sculpture. The laborer digging in the 
street, or the man climbing a pole reveal 
strength and ruggedness of the type I 
like to model. I want more than any- 
thing to make things for the people, to 
put the artistic and beautiful into the 
lives of all the people. 

“T would love to decorate a station 
or bridge. Millett raised the common- 
place in peasant life to the level of the 
artistic by his crayons; why not ratse 
the commonplace in the big ordinary 
things to the same level.” ES: 

Mrs. Ladd is not unappreciative of 
the recognition which she has gained in 
America and abroad for her portrait 
busts, her fountain groups with their 
delicate imagery, her  bas-reliefs and 
other work, but she considers all this 
work but a ladder for the ultimate end 
toward which she is striving. 

A bronze medallian finished this 
week for which Mrs. Ladd’s two child- 
ren were the models is a work of

extreme delicacy. The border enclosing the two heads 
1s a pattern of morning glories and primroses, symbolical 
of youth. The children’s heads are in very low relief 
and are posed one below the other in contrast to the com. 
mon arrangement of profiles side by side. | 
The older child, with head half turned, is laughing 
and on the other face rests the dreamy expression of 
a childish seer. One of the statues which go to San Fran- 
cisco is the “Triton Babies” fountain, two sturdy little 
figures tumbling over each other in play. | ; 
“Wind and Spray” and “The Sungod” are the two 
other fountains which have been asked for by the expo- 
sition authorities. In these Mrs. Ladd has interpreted 
the moods of nature through the human form. The 
“Wind and Spray” fountain is a group of ‘five figures 
representative of the wind pursuing the fountain spray. 
“The Summit” was inspired by Mt. Monadnock in 
it two figures recline on the slope of the mountain, every 
line denoting calm and quiet, a manifestive of the peace 
which nature gives. “The Human Instrument,” a study 
of a master playing on a ’cello, which seems to become 


human under his touch, is full of the rhythm and swing 


of music, and “The Sword,”a woman’s figure with closed 
eyes, represents the impersonality of justice. 

Mrs.. Ladd has just returned from an eight months’ 
stay in Rome, where her bronzes were exhibited on invi- 
tation. Her work received the approval 
of the Italians and the French when ex- 
hibited at the Roman Belle Arti, Paris 
Salon, and d’Antoine. A bronze relief 
called “Raffaella,” made in Rome, at- 
tracted much attention because of the 
sculptor’s representation of the 
values of the red gold 
rodel. 

Mme. Duse, the Italian actress, as 
a seated Victory, a bronze statuette, 
which Mrs. Ladd considers one of her 
best things, was bought by Mime. Duse 
at its completion. With the exception 
of Hildebrand, Mrs. Ladd is the only

Mrs. Ladd is best known about 


Boston for her work in busts. At the 
present time she is engaged on a bust 
of Mrs. Beveridge, the wife of former 
Senator Albert Beveridge. Americans 
who own bronzes by Mrs. Ladd include 
John Hays Hammond, Bayard Cutting, 
William Phillips, Edward J. 
Mrs. Scott Fitz, Mrs. E. S. 
Mrs. Gordon Abbott. 

The bronze panel owned by Mrs. J. 
W. Merrill of Manchester is a study

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ly poised, as she hurries forward in the hunt. A stag re- 
clines at the base of the panel. An atmosphere of light- 
ness, buoyancy and vigor characterizes the design. Mrs. 
Ladd’s bronzes to the number of 40 were shown in the 
Gorham gallery, New York, in 1913, and to the Penn- 
sylvania Academy. The Corcoran gallery in Washington, 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, the National Academy 
in New York and the South American exposition have 
received her bronzes. 

The vitality and vigor which are expressed in Mrs. 


Ladd’s sculpture are also expressed in the two books 
which she has written, one of them published in London, 
where she is best known as an author. She keeps up a 
correspondence with friends in all parts of the world, 
and reads a great deal, often in French, German, Italian 
or Spanish, besides giving a personal oversight to her 
two children and her home. If asked how she can do 
all this she will probably say: “I rise usually at 5 o’clock 
in the morning, always by 6 o’clock, and I live simply, a 
normal, well-regulated life.”—Christian Science Monitor. 


North Shore Artist’s Haven 


C. Calusd, Armenian Painter, Pays Tribute to Resort Section 


POELZING the North Shore is what C. Calusd, an 

Armenian artist, says every artist visitor to this 
section should do when he visits the New England coast. 
Mr. Calusd opened an exhibition of his paintings in Man- 
chester at Central street this week and the admirable col- 
lection has been visited by many lovers of paintings the 
last few days. 

Mr. Calusd is enthusiastic about the topography of 
the Atlantic coast and particularly of New England and 
the North Shore. “After travel- 
ing for twenty years in all parts 
of the world,’ says Mr. Calusd, 
“T have never seen such a delight- 
ful combination of Nature’s glories 
served up to the artists as I have 
along the famous North Shore of 
Massachusetts. The shores of 
Manchester abound in subjects for 
the artist’s brush. I wonder that 
this little picturesque summer re- 
sort town has not been placed on 
more canvases. And as to Glou- 
cester—none of the Oriental ports 
which I have visited have ever of- 
fered to me the really beautiful 
settings with which this famous 
fishing port has greeted me.” 

Mr. Calusd’s specialty is mar- 
ine paintings and prior to coming 
to this country his themes 
were principally worked out from 
Oriental subjects. On coming to 


America he found a fertile field 
for canvases of this type and 
the North Shore has proved 


a veritable Mecca for his brush. 

Many mornings before the sun rises in the heavens 
find Mr. Calusd somewhere on the rocky shores of Glou- 
cester harbor sketching or scanning the Manchester shore 
for some new subject. 

A most interesting painting ito North Shore people 
is the snatch of Manchester scenery which Mr. Calusd 
has wielded with his brush. It shows a scene at the wharf 
in the inner harbor in the center of the town. The gentle 
bend of the shore line, with the dull, yet poetic, coloring 
of a barge at rest in the process of unloading, forms a 
theme of more than passing interest. It is but indicative 
of the possibilities of the Manchester shore for the marine 
artist and the lover of picturesque scenery. 

Since his advent into this country, Mr. Calusd has 
made a name for himself in painting American subjects. 
Who could imagine that poetry could be symbolized in

the decrepit wharves of Chelsea or of the shore line on 


the Charles river overlooking the Back Bay residential 
district. Mr. Calusd has done just this,—he has made 
of the bleak and naked wharves of Chelsea a living thing, 
a rythmic fantasy in oils,—at the same time being true 
to Nature, avoiding exaggeration, denoting a singular ex- 
cellence of color and linear effect and, withal, a quite per- 
fect study of these quaint wharves as they really are. 

A painting of comparative diminutive size which 
shows Mr. Calusd’s powers of 
differentiation in subject matter 
and his undoubted versatility is a 
canvas which he aptly calls “Old 
Code.” It is a picture of two 
fighting game cocks anticipating 
each other’s movements prepara- 
tory to fighting for the prize, the 
gaily feathered hen. It is rich in 
color and strangely true to nature. 
It demonstrates that Mr. Calusd, 
when he was assembling the can- 
vas, had in mind the ancient legend 
of the first race of man fighting 
his adversaries for the woman he 
wished to make his wife. The 
picture is a favorite with all who 
see Mr. Calusd’s exhibition of a 
score of paintings. 

Everyone who sees Mr. Cal- 
usd’s marine subjects admires the 
faithful texture of his paintings of 
water scenes. There is an intangi- 
ble something about the very sub- 
stance of the water in the paint- 
ings which bespeaks naturalness. 
The artist will attribute this to the 
poetry and feeling with which he treats the subject. The 
viewer of the paintings is convinced to a certainty that it 
is not only the thorough absorption of the painter in his 
subject, but a mastery of the technique of his art which 
required years of training. Unlike some canvases which 
one sees in the many notable galleries of the large cities 
there is a pleasing transparency of the water views by 
Mr. Calusd that is convincing. | 

“Night on the Bosphorous” shows a soft-toned in- 
spiration of Constantinople at night. The stately minarets 
and spires on the ancient mosques pierce the somber black- 


ness of the Oriental sky. A soft light creeps from the 
many windows of the huddled buildings on shore and 
casts an irridiscent glamour on the murky waters and 


the Bosphorous. The picture is not somber in the sense ~ 


= 
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that it is dull or depressing; it is rather a victory in the 
soft tonal color qualities which the Oriental atmosphere 
lends to the artist’s inspiration. . 

Mr. Calusd might be said to have been traveling 
under a lucky star since his intention to come to America. 
It was only by the merest chance that he missed taking 
the ill-fated steamer Titanic, in its maiden trip across 
tthe ocean. He lost the liner by twenty minutes. Need- 
less to say, he was dumfounded when five days later while 
standing in front of Cook’s tourist office in Paris he 
learned of the fate of the ship. 


One of Mr. Calusd’s paintings now hangs in the 
White House. It is a canvas of the famous Bartholdi sta- 
tue of Liberty in New York harbor and was presented 
to President Wilson by the Persian consul general, H. H. 
Topakyan. Another of his New York subjects is at Man- 
chester on exhibition and is termed “‘Castles of the Rich.” 
In this Mr. Calusd has poetized the skyscrapers of Man- 
hattan and shown a few tricks of his skilful brush in 
getting just the right effect in the ‘transparent mist over- 
hanging the great granite piles. 


“A Poetical View of the North Shore” is a canvas 
which Mr. Calusd has completed while working in this 
section and shows a pleasing combination of sea and shore- 
line. The stately white mansion of William M. Wood at 
Allen’s Head, Pride’s Crossing, is the subject shown in 
the picture. The greenish transparency of the water is 
one of its noticeable excellencies. 

“Reveille on the Bosphorous” is a charming Oriental 
painting, showing the lackadaisical fisherman, with arms 
akimbo reclining on the banks of the straits. As in other 
of his paintings the minarets of the mosques on the banks 
are prominent, accentuating the Oriental atmosphere of 
tthe canvas. 


Mr. Calusd is on the North Shore at his Manchester 
studio for the balance of the summer, when he will re- - 
turn to his New York studio on Fifth ave. Next year 
he plans an exhibition entirely of American subjects. If 
his paintings to come are as excellent as those which he 
has finished to date there will be no doubt as to his con- 
tinued success. 


A 17th Century Ipswich Mansion 


THE summer visitor to Ipswich finds, just across from 

the station, an interesting old house used by the Ips- 
wich Historical society as a museum. Built about 1650, 
venerably homely in the truest sense of the word, the old 
Whipple house stands as an example of the earliest seven- 
teenth century colonial architecture. 


Upon entering, the visitor forgets the exterior view, 
when the large and dignified proportions of the beautifully 
furnished rooms come to his view. In the hall is found 
a fascinating display of the quaint utensils of domestic 
and industrial use in the old-time New England home— 
everything that entered into kitchen-service, barn-service, 
field-service, spinning, weaving, etc. One room is used to 
display the fine collection of old china, siiver, old fashioned 
musical instruu~ents, rare old books and many other in- 
teresting things. One of the most interesting rooms is the 
east chamber, fitted up like the old fashioned “best room” 
with many old curios of historic value. 

The interest taken in the old house, not only by the 
Ipswich people, but by many of the summer colony and 
friends throughout Essex County and in many other parts 
of the country, has brought together a large number of 
antiques. The oil painting of Rev. Joseph McKean of 
Harvard college, born in Ipswich in 1776, has been given 
by Francis R. Appleton; some rare old manuscripts by 


the Daniel Appleton family, Rev. T. F. Waters and many 


others. Plants and shrubs for the garden have been given 
from many of the surrounding estates. The garden has 
been given to the society in memory of Amos Adams 
Lawrence of Boston. Practically all of the summer col-

“The old mansion,” says Rev. T. F. Waters of Ips- 
wich, in his history of the old house, “is a constant re- 
minder of all the glorious names which hallow and illu- 
mine the early years of our town life,—Saltonstall and 
Winthrop, Symonds and Denison, Ward and Norton and 
Hubbard and all the rest . . The old pavement in 
the dooryard rings again with the hoofbeats of Capt. 
Whipple’s horse hurrying to lead his troopers on a swift 
ride to Andover to repel an Indian assault. John Apple- 
ton and Thomas French are talking of their imprisonment 
and trial for advocating resistance to the royal governor’s 
edict and demanding representation before they would 
submit to taxation.” Others, he says, have smoked and 
sipped their steaming cups and talked of Bunker Hill, 
Yorktown, Washington and Lafayette. He thus goes on 
and revives the far-off days and the Puritan home life 
with a touching and charming reality. 


The society places its greatest value on the publica- 
tions issued mostly by Rev. T. F. Waters, who has written 
the history of Ipswich in the Bassachusetts Bay Colony, 
the story of the old Argilla road, and of the old Bay road 
from Saltnstall’s brook and Samuel Appleton’s farm, the 
old Rowley road and many other interesting sketches of 
Ipswich history.

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Ir Germany Hap Arrackep Russia and Russia 
only in its present belligerent program there is no doubt 
that public sentiment all over the world would have been 
in sympathy with Germany. But under the present con- 
ditions it is apparent that Germany held in her hands 
the power to precipitate or to prevent a great international 


conflict. If, as it has been asserted, Russia was mobiliz- 
ing and intended to attack Germany, Germany had every 
natural and national right to defend her own territorial 
integrity. At that crisis Germany held the powers of 
peace in her power. At that moment her very prepared- 
ness for war could have averted war. But Germany was 
short-sighted and war-crazed and in rapid succession the 
ultimatums against France, Russia and England followed. 
The violation of the Belgium neutrality was a crime 
against international law and order and a treacherous 
violation of the rights of the brave little republic. If 
Germany had maintained poise and good sense in the 
first days of this direful contest the war never would 
have been precipitated. For all of the powers would 
have united with Germany in its protest for peace against 
Russia and Austria-Hungary. Professor Munsterberg 
(who summers at Swampscott) has made a plea to the 
American public for considerate criticism of his father- 
land. Any right that Germany had to the sympathy of 
the United States in its conflict was sacrificed in its un- 
fair play with Belgium. Against the Slavs of Europe and 
Asia, Germany has a just complaint, but its strategical 
blunders in menacing the French, the English, the Belgian 
and the Dutch industrial and territorial integrity has lost 
to her any help that she might have easily had in sub- 
duing the Russian aggressions. ‘The American people 
hate war and wish no part in any conflict of arms, and 
America’s protest against Germany at this time is that 
the Kaiser deliberately sacrificed an opportunity and re- 
sponsibility to safeguard the peace of the world. Ger- 
many may lay the cause for its belligerent quarrel upon 
Russia, but it remains unproven that Germany used every 
strategic influence known to Great Powers to avert war. 
Consequently, Germany must be held responsible for pre- 
cipitating the general war which she could have averted 
by the use of moral suasion with the conscious power of 
its military efficiency. 


ALSACE AND LORRAINE again in the Republic has been 
been the dream of every French citizen. If Alsace and 
Lorraine should go back to France, the enmity and re- 
venge will be transferred from French to German bosoms 
and the world will not have made progress. War and 
bad blood hinder the progress of nations despite the tem- 
porary gains made by conquest. And when this war is 
“settled” the feelings of enmity and hatred will be smoth- 
ered to break out anew at an opportune time of possible 
advantage. 


It Is NEARLY TIME To SPECULATE on the future con- 
dition of political Germany. Does this conflict mean a 
new European republic? Kaisers and Kings die hard but 
nothing can hinder the progress of republicanism. 


SoME oF Our Boston NEWSPAPER FRIENDS are much 
exercised about the defences of the North Shore against 
motor boat thieves. ‘The thieves know thaat the shore 
is carefully guarded and after all things are considered 
the losses by breaks and entrances on the North Shore 
have not loomed large in the last twenty-five years. The 
Shore will have its motor boat patrol and ought to have 
it, but in the meantime why worry? 


Ir Is ImposstBLe for the new world to entirely forget 
the conflict in the old world, but it is a rare spirit that 
has the ability to find rest and peace of mind in the midst 
of this martial conflict. The point at issue is not that 
one should steel one’s heart to the old world troubles, 
but the question is whether the exhausting emotions 
which our sympathies create will help the foreign situa- 
tion.

We believe with the late Baroness 
von Sutner (who won the Nobel 
Peace Prize) that when we have a 
universal woman suffrage wars will 
cease. 

Our suffrage workers, like all other 
Americans, will feel the mental and 
financial depression of this bad time, 
and the movement may suffer some 
delay,—for war, whether foreign or 
domestic, always interrupts progress. 
But on the other hand, we urge with 
all earnestness that to get the women 
of all these United States voting, as 


soon as possible, will be one of the 
best ways to save our country from 


another war. 

We also call attention to the news 
that the Militant Suffragettes in Eng- 
land have announced that they will 
cease militancy at this time. (A fact 
of which the papers have taken little 
notice.) ‘And we American Suffra- 
gists urge that all American women 
and men shall be non-militant at this 
time of crisis,—and at all times!

Events of Interest srest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureau. 
Washington, Aug. 11, 1914. 
Tur DIFFERENCE IN Wuose Ox Is 
GorED 
Many people who cannot under- 
stand the war enthusiasm in the dif- 
ferent European countries, ought to 
refresh their memories regarding 
their own war of “watchful waiting 
time.” Very recently the United 
States was ablaze with enthusiasm for 
war, and the government held it off 
with difficulty. On a former occa- 
sion, President McKinley stood as 
a check to this same war spirit, and 
only let loose the guns of battle when 
our justification to take up arms 
against the enemy had been fully es- 
tablished. Americans who are won- 
dering whether Europe has gone 
crazy should recall their own excited 
mental condition when the question 
of war or peace confronted the United 
States. 


Our ArMy AND Navy 

Contracts have been assigned for 
three new dreadnaughts for the 
United States navy. These new instru- 
ments of warfare will be forty-one 
feet longer and of 4500 tons greater 
displacement than any now in the 
United States service. It may be that 
before Europe gets through that the 
question of what country has the 
greatest navy will be settled, as our 
chances for first place are very good. 
About the same time that the con- 
tracts were let for the new dread- 
naughts, Major General Leonard 
Wood submitted his annual report to 
the Secretary of War. It shows that 
the actual strength of the army is 
4,306 officers and 80,000 enlisted men 
scattered over the world. The Gen- 
eral declares that to maintain the 
force in the United States for even 
a small expedition in police work of 
the Department that it is vitally im- 
portant that the regular army be sub- 
stantially increased. 


PRESIDENT SEES Two Moons 

The Washington papers gave con- 
siderable prominence to the big chief 
Two Moons of the northern Cheyenne 
tribe, living in the Tongue river coun- 
try, in Montana. The Commissioner 
of Indian affairs took Two Moons to 
see the President. Would it not have 
been more interesting had the scribes 
featured the fact that the President 


saw Two Moons, which is more signi- 
ficant than seeing a single moon, and 
would have made renown for Mr. 
Wilson as a competitor of the man 
who saw: 
“Two moons rise over the city, 
When there ought to have been but 
one.” 
Old Two Moons was a conspicuous 
figure in the Custer massacre, aad can 
talk the Indian sign language. 


Tue RECLAMATION FuND 

A fund of about $80,000,000 has 
been accumulated through the sale 
of public lands which under the old 
law is in the hands of the Interior 
Department for expenditure in re- 
clamation projects without Congres- 
sional limitations. Congress recently 
became somewhat jealous of this 
method of expenditure, and the 
House provided that all expenditures 
in future should be limited to appro- 
priations made from the reclamation 
funds by Congress. Representatives 
from public lands states have vigor- 
ously opposed such a change, but the 
powerful Democratic leader, Under- 
wood, with his southern Democrats, 
are having their own way. 


Nava Lines to SoutH AMERICA 

The probabilities are that the 
United States will carry out the plan 
suggested by the Secretary of the 
Navy and establish naval lines to car- 
ry mails, passengers, and freight to 
South America. Several weeks ago 
Senator Weeks introduced a bill to 
this effect, and it has recently passed 
the Senate. 


THE REPUBLICAN CHAIRMAN 

As the fall elections grow nearer, 
it is evident that there is to be a spi- 
rited contest in every part of the 
United States where there is a “fight- 
ing chance” to turn the fortunes of 
battle one way or the other. Na- 
turally the south is undisputed Demo- 
cratic territory, and although the 
Democrats have a big majority in 
Congress at the present time, the 
members of that party who are man- 
aging political affairs have rather 
marveled at the strategic .skill dis- 
played by the new chairman of the 
Republican Congressional Committee. 
It has developed that the minority 
members of the House had a definite 
idea of what they were doing when 
they chose Congressman Frank P. 
Woods of Iowa to conduct their com- 
paign. Mr. Woods is a quiet political 
worker, and now that the campaign is 
on the Democrats are awakening to 
the fact that while they supnosed no- 
thing was being done that Chairman 
Woods has been building bonfires 
under them, and they are therefore 


put to the necessity of stirring them- 
selves in order to escape the conflagra- 
tion. Woods has dispensed with all 
the brass bands, and if the gains that 
the Republicans confidently predict 
are realized in the November elec- 
tions, then the reason will be because 
of the new methods produced by the 
Iowa leader. 


EASTERN RAILROADS LOSE 

Sandwiched in among the news on 
the back pages has appeared the de- 
cision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in reference to the appli- 
cation of the eastern railroads for a 
five per cent increase in freight rates. 
The application was made by the rail- 
roads four years ago, and the decision 
is in effect a denial of the petition of 
the roads, although permission for in- 
creased rates on some commodities 
in parts of the territory involved have 
been granted. In New England in 
the trunk line territory everything 
has been denied. It is estimated that 
the average increase will amount to 
one and one-half per cent, adding 
about $15,000,000 to the annual 
freight revenues of the eastern rail- 
roads. The poor old railroads’ may 
not have gotten what they deserve in 
this case, but they have run the coun- 
try so long that no branch of the 
government appears to be courageous 
enough to stand up for them. 


“A DEVICE oF THE Devt,” 

Among the “mortuary tables” dug 
cut by Representative Fowler of II- 
linois in the support of the belief that 
“the automobile is a device of the de- 
vil,” he showed that 1,613 persons 
were killed by automobiles in the year 
1913, and 6,733 injured. The number 
of deaths occurring from automobiles 
is greater than those resulting from 
explosions, electricity, lightning, ele- 
vators and asphyxiation. 

Trmé WaIrs ON ART 

Art appears to be slow-moving, if 
the experience of the government 
with the contractor of the Grant 
Memorial is a fair illustration. Al- 
though the time has long since ex- 
pired when this memorial should be 
completed, the sculptor has asked for 
and received a three years’ extension, 
in which to complete the memorial 
that stands near the Capitol in Wash- 
ington. This work was authorized in

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Crafts for Health 


By Mary Harrod Northend 


66Q. RAFTS for Health” is the watchword in the handi- 

craft shop at Devereux, Mass., where every day 
one finds a busy, happy group of workers interested in 
their looms or in modelling designs in clay. They are 
forgetful for the time being of all ills as they listen to 
the bussy hum of the looms or, in leisure hours, compare 
notes of the different patterns wrought. Little wonder that 
the old-time barn in its new dress is filled with handicraft 
workers from all over New England brought together by 
a common cause, ‘hat of obtaining help through crafts. 

When the idea of starting a shop of this nature in 
Marblehead was proposed by Dr. Hall, the movement was 
accepted with disfavor. ‘This was especially true of those 
who had given little or no thought to the subject and they 
did not realize that it was the commencement of an in- 
dustry that would in the end do much to revolutionize old 
time theories. The creation of a home for nervous peo- 
ple was to them an innovation that was so unusual that 
they could not take in its importance. 

From-the time of its inception, the scheme has been 
a pronounced success. It was started in a small way, but 
with its growth the making of pottery, the weaving of 
rugs and the tooling of brass which has been carried on 
merrily by a busy group of workers in the same room 
was too confusing to be concentrated. It must be divided 
that it might bring about the best results. Within the last 
year an old barn on the outskirts of Marblehead has been 
taken to better accomplish this work. It has been fitted 
up with looms and all the accessories necessary to this 
work, the making of cement pottery being included. Here 
the patients gathered daily the year round working to 
promote the industry and also to regain health. 

When the factory with its whirring machines stopped 
the making of all hand products, everyone felt their doom 
was sealed. ‘The rapidity with which atricles could be 
made, and their cheapness did away with their use and 
for a number of years everybody wore or used machine- 
made articles, that their things were like their neighbor’s 
gave them no concern. 

Machine-made goods proved a benefit to the world 
at large and the growth of large industries brought tn 
its train hardships to those women who had eked out 
a scanty living by work done at home. Their occupation 
was gone; no one would pay the price for home-made 
goods. A desire for artistic things led to the arts and 
crafts movement which is now scattered through one hun- 
dred communities and twenty-five states in the Union. 
The most prominent of these we might say, is that of the 
handicraft shop. The reason was, it marks a unique 
epoch in the arts and crafts movement, through being 
designed to restore health through éraft. 

wo distinct lines mark the movement of today car- 
ried on in the old barn. One of these is rug weaving, 
this is done partly on Swedish looms and partly on 
Colonial, The work is under the supervision of skilled 


artisans who not only design new patterns continuously 
but train them into skilled workmen. ; 

_ The patients are differently treated with regard to 
their strength, some being allowed ten minutes of work 
per day only, while others are allowed to practice their 
art for half a day ata time. The limitations of the work 
have proved a constant incentive for the little band of 
workers to accomplish as much as possible without over- 
working in the short time. It is a stimulant that creates 
self-control, and this from the medical view is the best 
mental cure. That it has been successful has been proved 
by the many persons who have gone out absolutely cured 
by the treatment. 

Spinning and weaving have been revived in many 
parts of the country besides at Marblehead. Possibly 
brought about by the success of the Deerfield society 
whose blue and white needlwork has revived the exquisite 
colonial embroidery, the forerunner of other forms of 
handiwork which have now become regular industries in 
the town. The weaving department at the Handicraft 
shop gives special attention to rugs, particularly the old- 
fashioned rag rugs which are so popular now-a-days. 

The orginal ideas brought out in the weaving have 
done much to add to their popularity We find unique and 
interesting patterns differing from the quilts, more espe- 
cially those woven by the women of the Southern Moun- 
tain districts, such as the ‘Missouri Trouble,” ‘*Washing- 
ton’s Victory,’ “Rose In Bloom” and “Isaac’s Favorite” 

The second industry which is rapidly growing and 
which bids fair in time to equal if not outrival the rugs 
is the cement work. The Devereux Mansion flower pots 
have orginated and developed this line. It is a new form 
of pottery that shows new designs and ideas, many being 
designed and worked out by professionals who shape the 
mold into which the cement is poured by the pupil. 

This pottery does not have to be kiln dried but is 
baked in the sun. Common sand and water are used 
for materials, the texture being determined by the coarse- 
ness and fineness of the piece to be made. The directions 
are given with every piece sold, so that there can be no 
mistake in its mixing. When it is thoroughly mixed and 
ready for use it is packed into artistic molds which have 
been designed by experts for this purpose. 

The flower pot which has succeeded the old-time red 
flower pot, is a most artistic piece of pottery when com- 
pleted. There are many advantages in its use over the 
original ones; first and foremost they do not need to be 
baked, as they harden readily in the sun, secondly they 
are porous and non-leakable. Their hygienic qualities fit 
them for the use of the plants, doing away with the sour- 
ing of earth through standing water. 

Flower pots are not the only things made here, there 
are tiles, bricks to be used for fireplaces that show good 
lasting qualities.as they are better than the ordinary red 
brick for this purpose. 
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The Handicraft shop at Marblehead is a novelty. 
It is doing a splendid work and there is about the work- 
shop a clam, quiet atmosphere that is most refreshing. 
This is due to the great care in avoiding confusion, thus 
quieting the nerves. The workers are saved all care and 
responsibility by the skilled heads who set up the looms, 


dye the yarns and see that everything is up-to-date. 

There is no boubt but what Dr. Hall’s movement has 
done great good. It has brought happiness, self-respect 
and co-operation to a great army of handicapped people 
who through illness have seen light through blue 
glasses.

Some Old Houses on Cape Ann 


TOURISTS who are interested in ancient houses can 
find several rare old specimens of y® olden time on 
Cape Ann. At Pigeon Cove is one much sought by artists, 
and if one is fortunate enough to be allowed to see the 
interior, a perfect dream of beauty of old-time furnish- 
ings is revealed in the big front room. This is known as 
the old Witch House or Babson house. ' The story is told 
that in 1689, three men fled with their mother from 
Salem and built the house as a refuge for the mother so 
that she should not be punished as a witch. Guests at 
the house this summer are Mrs. Adin Babson, Miss Ruth 
Babson and Miss Leah Babson of Chelsea. 

The old Ellery house in Gloucester, near Riverdale, 
built about 1704 and used for a parsonage and later on 
as a tavern, is another of the important historic houses. 
While Capt. Ellery was conducting a tavern in it the 


selectmen of the town held their business meetings in the 
big main room. Descendants of the Elleries still occupy 
the house and can tell many interesting stories of the 
old days in Gloucester. The house contains many valu- 
able old pieces of furniture, rare china and other inter- 
esting relics. Until recently it was kept open to the 
public, but now, only the occasional visitor is permitted 
to see the rooms. 

Among the other old houses is the one at Goose 
Cove near the Willows, built by Thomas Riggs, the first 
school master and town clerk. It is said to be the oldest 
on the Cape. Others are the Babson house at Riverdale, 


built about 1740, the old Freeman house at West Glou- 
cester and the Dennison house at Bay View, built about

EA NNISQUAR Village Hall Association will celebrate 

its 11th anniversary Monday, August 24. This society 
is composed of both the summer colony and the towns- 
people who aim to encourage public spirit and promote 
the true interests of Annisquam by maintaining the hall 
as a social center. The hall is a picturesque old building 
shaded by great elms and standing at the head of the 
street facing the old wooden bridge. It was falling into 
decay, when a group of summer residents, aided by the 
advice of the village minister, purchased it and a society 
was at once formed of all the public-spirited people in 
the village. Educational classes were formed and a boys’ 
club and band organized. Plays, lectures, concerts and 
dances are held in the hall. Perhaps the most generally 
useful feature of the association is the circulating library 
of over 2,000 volumes. Many new books are added each 
year and all service in the library is given gratis. Epis- 
copal services are also held in the hall. ‘The children of 
the town have not been forgotten. They have been en- 
couraged to raise vegetables and flowers, and prizes are 
awarded at the annual meeting for the best gardens. ‘There 
is also a committee to look after the trees of the village. 
One of the most interesting classes is the boys’ band looked 
after by the music committee with Miss Annie E. Fisher 
of Boston as chairman. Miss Annette P. Rogers, a mem- 
ber of the state commission for the blind, of Boston, is 
also much interested in this department.

GERMAN MEANS SPEARMEN, but the Romans _ nick- 


named them “the people” because of their assertiveness. 
And the Irish were the first missionaries to the Germans, 
we are told in history. ‘There is a legend that the early 
Germans assembled and paid pagan reverence to a druid 
oak in German Hesse. Boniface, unattened, strode into 
the gathering and rested not until the oak lay prostrate 
and its magical martial qualities disproven. Generations 
pass, but human folly only chi inges its forms of expres- 


sion. German’s modern paganism has been the worship 
of militarism. Now a modern Boniface must do his 
work. 


SHREWD JAPAN Has Mang a Move that increases 
her power and involves her for the first time in European 
politics. The ultimatum which has been served on Ger- 
many fails to give England any advantage in the event of 
a triumph of arms. Japan plainly stipulates that Ger- 
many must cease war in the Pacific or surrender the 
leased territory of Kiauchau to China. This surprising 
announcement will serve to remove Germany from the 
coast of Asia and casts a sop to poor China. It places 
Japan in the remarkable position of fighting with an ally 
of her late enemy Russia to restore to China, who cordi- 
ally distrusts her, a peninsular of land wrested from hex. 
Japan also has her ambitions, maybe. 


THE STRAITS OF DARDANELLES have been made neutral 
by international treaties. The war vessels of all nations 
have been forbidden to pass. Now Russia demands a 
passage for her Black Sea Squadron of war vessels. The 
fleet there can then sail the high seas and join the fleets 
of the French and English to engage the German squa- 
dron or to harass the commercial vessels. If Russia’s 
demands are satisfied of if Russia obtains her desire by 
conquest, a new turn has been made in the history of 
Southern Europe. 


NatTIoNAL CONSISTENCY is hard to maintain. It is 
altogether fitting and proper that the United States should 
avoid even the appearance of evil. To permit a loan to 
France would be a violation of the spirit, at least, of true 
neutrality. But the purchase of the Hamburg-American 
lines for twenty millions means that just so much more 
money will be available to Germans to finance the war. 
Where does true neutrality end and belligerency begin? 


THE Russo-JAPANESE War revolutionized the news 
methods of warfare. Now secrecy enshrouds all mililtary 
movements of importance. ‘The days of publicity in war- 
fare have gone. It has its advantages beyond the secrecy 
given the contesting parties in their military manoeuvres. 


Or Coursk THE Katser did not declare war; but the 
Reichstag must bear with him the present responsibility. 
It matters but little whether it be Kaiser or Reichstag 
It remains certain that the militarism of Germany is on 
trial before the martial forces of Europe. 


THe FrieENDLY BaseBaLt Contest in Manchester 
last Saturday which resulted in a victory for the visiting 
team from Bevery Farms was well-earned and was a_ 
hard fought victory. The: game was played fairly and 
honohably and the conduct of the players and spectators 
was admirable.

THE War SPIRIT 
A raft of army officers are being 
sent to Europe to watch the manner 


in which misguided men fight. When 


it is all over, humanity ought to make 
such a demand for a world’s court 
that there will be no more reason for 
countries going to war in future than 
for men to engage in street fights, or 
for one city to take up arms against 
another. To the credit of the United 
States, it may be said that a condi- 


tion more serious than that which 


provoked war in Europe has been 
intelligently handled in our affairs 
with Mexico, and the chances are 
that peace will ultimately be restored 
in that stricken country and our dif- 
ferences with the people of Mexico 
adjusted. And while President Wil- 
son is to be commended for what he 
has done in this direction, it is inter- 
esting to know that his predecessor 
in office, Mr. Taft, predicts that the 
waste of blood and treasure in the 
European war will be so appalling 
that it will sober up the leading na- 
tions of the world and make irresist- 
ably for lasting peace. 


SmeLL oF Powper RepLAces APPLE 
SHIPMENTS 

One of the most highly developed 
branches in American agriculture is 
that of fruit growing, and it is be- 
lieved that the war in Europe will se- 
riously affect this industry. During 
last year the United States shipped 
nearly $3,000,000 worth of fruit to 
Europe. In European countries, Am- 
erican fruits are more or less of a 
luxury, and experts believe that the 
consumption will fall off. rapidly now 
that the Europeans are spending their 
money for powder instead of Ameri- 
can apples, of which 1,500,000 _bar- 
rels valued at $6,500,000 were shipped 
to Europe last year. 


Tue ItcH FOR SPOILS 

That there are still spoilsmen in 
high places was recently evidenced in 
the House of Representatives by the 
attempt led by Representative Cullop 
of Indiana, to take assistant postmas- 
ters throughout the country out of 
civil service. The proposition had 
the support principally of southern 
spoilsmen, who now that they have 
had a taste of office after having wait- 


ed for so many years, have been dem- 


‘onstrating a greedy eagerness hereto- 


fore almost unheard of. 


How Azsovut Your MiLkK BorrLEe? 

The Agricultural Department at 
Washington has figured it out that the 
average life of a milk bottle is only 
22.5 trips along the milk route. The 
estimate carried out respecting aver- 
age conditions throughout the country 
indicates that the big milk dealers are 
obliged to lay in a supply of bottles 
every three weeks. ‘Therefore if a 
dealer who handles 10,000 bottles a 
day puts water in the milk, how can 
you blame him, since his customers 
through various systems of waste en- 
tail upon him the expense of $5,575 
per year for bottles. It has been de- 
termined that 1,500,000 bottles were 
rescued from city dumps during three 
years by the milk bottle clearing house 
in a single city. 


Now, Wuo’tt, Buirp MiLapy’s 
FROCK ? 

Now let us see whether America 
can originate her own styles. Paris 
has lost its grip, and the fashionable 
women of the United States will have 
to take a chance on American tailors, 
since all the great dressmaking estab- 
lishments of Paris are closed. ‘There 
will be no fall creations from Paris, 
and therefore the modistes of Paw- 
tucket, Kokomo, Kalamazoo, Osh- 
kosh, Laramie and Snohomish will 
come into their own. 


Brain Foop 

It may be all right to tell the child- 
ren that fish and other articles are 
brain food, but a Washington gentle- 
man has been advertising himself as 
a food expert, and has been coining 
wealth by what he called the “New 
Brain Diet System,” has been indicted 
by the Grand Jury of the District of 
Columbia for misuse of the mails. 


Tue FEepeRAL TRADE COMMISSION 

The Federal Trade Commission bill 
finally found its way through both 
Houses, and the organization of that 
body will shortly take place. It is ex- 
pected that Mr. Joseph E. Davies of 
Wisconsin, at present Commissioner 


of Corporations, will be chairman of- 


the new commission. This commis- 
sion has extensive powers, and one 
of the things it is expected to do is 
to proceed against “unfair competi- 
tion.” ‘The proposed Commission is 
to operate with respect to all corpo- 
rations engaged in interstate com- 
merce, excepting banks and common 
carriers, in about the same manner 
that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is dealing with the railroads. 
It therefore follows that all classes 
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of business which have “shade meth- 
ods,” whether incorporated or not, 
should begin “shaking in their boots,” 
for while Mr. Davies has always been 
counted a very peaceful citizen, yet 
it is recognized that he has the right 
kind of back-bone to take the lead in 
investigating business conditions 
throughout the country, with the idea 
that there will follow better methods 
among not only the great corporate 
institutions, but in all industries that 
have to do with public welfare. The 
President is also expected to name ad- 
ditional members of the Commission 
who will support such a policy as Mr. 
Davies has initiated in the Bureau of 
Corporations, and which will be ab- 
sorbed by the new commission. 


Wuere Is Your CONGRESSMAN? 

The United States government em- 
ploys Congressmen as a board of di- 
rectors for the national government. 
Each member is paid a salary suffic- 
ien to keep him on the job. Yet one- 
half of the total membership is ab- 
sent from duty, and in consequence 
most of ‘the time there has not been 
a quorum in the House of Represent- 
atives. | Leader Underwood has 
stormed and Speaker Clark has 
threatened arrest of the absentees. In 
the meantime politicians have been 
running about the country, or have 
been at home fixing up their political 
fences—thereby putting their person- 
al comforts and needs above the de- 
mands of their position. Mr. Under- 
wood, in speaking of the situation, 
declared that “under existing condi- 
tions it is not safe not to have a quo- 
rum in Washington and I hope that 
the membership will stay here, at least 
until we can see farther into the fu- 
ture.” His reference was prompted 
by the war in Europe and the demor- 
alization that has come to business in 
the United States in consequence. 


Uncié Sam AND JOHN BULL 

The United States is still prepared 
to carry out its arrangement with 
Great Britain to celebrate one hun- 
dred years of peace at the end of the 
present year, and if Great Britain’s 
engagements are not too numerous, 
the love feast promises to be a giddy 
affair, as Uncle Sam and John Bull 
have been the greatest chums in the 
civilized world—until Europe recently 
became uncivilized. Since that time 
John Bull has been so seriously en- 
gaged that he has not even had time 
to inspect the new series of postage 
stamps being manufactured in Wash- 
ington as part of the celebration inci- 
dent to the signing of the treaty of 
Ghent.

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Tue Poricies oF THE VARIOUS NATIONS involved in 
the European strife are now apparent and the outcome 
is aS uncertain as ever. It is evident that Germany made 
a bold, swift dash over neutral Belgium territory for the 
triple purpose of transferring the battlefields from Ger- 
man to some other soil, of obtaining an easy access into 
France, and eventually Paris, through Belgium, and to 
strike a heavy blow in the east before the Russian armies 
mobilized in the west. Austria has maintained its of- 
fensive operations on Servia with determined effort to 
thwart the Russian advance into Germany if possible. 
England is determined to protect its own shores against 
a German menace in Belgium and to maintain her supre- 
macy upon the high seas. This is only possible as Ger- 
many’s ambitions are checked. Russia has greedy eyes 
on Constantinople or some other way out to the Mediter- 
ranean for her shipping, on the South. Japan, while 
maintaining her part of her agreement with Great Britain, 
is nevertheless covertly looking out for her own interest 
in its effort to drive the Germans from the leased province 
which it is now asserted will be returned to China. Italy 
has maintained a neutrality that is fraught with dangers. 
For Austria and Germany, whether they are successful 
or whether they fail will not forget Italy’s refusal to 
assist. Italy would not enlist in the fray with the triple 
alliance because it claimed the alliance only provided for 
active co-operation in the hour of conflict caused by an 


invader. Italy stands neutral because Germany is the 
aggressor. But the neutrality of Belgium has not been 
respected. It is not likely that Italy’s territory will be 


considered neutral if either of the contending forces 
thought that any advantage might be obtained by crossing 
Italy. Italy is neutral, indeed, but its neutrality is de- 
pendent upon so many conflicting possibilities in the 
future it will be a difficult task to maintain an Italian 
neutrality. The Canadian district, of course, is involved 
and martial forces are being gathered there, so that the 
conflict is really world wide. There are martial conflicts 
being prepared for all continents. The European strug- 
gle has broken bounds and has spread over all the world. 


It is Evipenr Tuatr GERMANY is persistently fol- 
lowing out a plan of campaign that has been carefully 
prepared. Germany was prepared to mobilize. A mil- 
lion troops cannot be thrown into a war equipped with 
guns, uniforms, rations and other martial equipments 
necessary for field service. To believe that such a num- 
ber of’ men were equipped in the short while Germany 
had to mobilize and begin operations is unthinkable.

THe NEUTRALITY OF THE UNITED STATES, however, 
must be maintained at all hazards. Its declarations are 
sincere and there is no reason why the nation should be 
involved. In the future it is almose certain that events 
will arise that will try the patience of the President, but 
through them all the nation should be careful not to 
enter a strife in which it can have no belligerent interests. 
This nation is the result of human impatience with the 
old world political and religious conditions and its re- 
straints. From the landing of the Pilgrims to the land- 
ing of the last immigrant the desire uppermost in the 
minds of the newcomers to the new shore has been to 
leave the old world troubles and establish new homes ia 
a free land to become involved in an old world strife 
would be national folly and contrary to every ambition 
and principle of the new republic. ‘The new republic 
hates war of any kind, regrets the present strife and 
would gladly stop its slaughter. The republic connot be 
indifferent to the ferocity and atrocity of war anywhere. 
It cannot \be that the new Americans have severed all 
ties in the old world, but it must ever be the purpose of 
everyone on the soil of America to leave to Europe the 
strife that is European.

Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureau. 
Washington, Aug. 25, 1914. 


Bie aNp Busy Po.irics. 

While the Capital itself has been 
trying to “get the number” of the 
Attorney General, of the United 
States, the President has been so well 
satisfied that he has elevated him to 
a position in the Supreme Court, 
which is supposedly the greatest hon- 
er that can befall a lawyer. Mc- 
Reynolds was practically unknown to 
American politics until President Wil- 
son dug him up. Another new man 
has been elevated to the position, and 
this gentleman, Thomas Watt Gregory 
of Texas, is as obscure so far as any 
knowledge of him by the American 
people is concerned, as a country 
postmaster. It is understood that 
Mr. Gregory was appointed largely 
because of the influence exercised in 
his behalf by Colonel E. M. House, 
who is another man of mystery, 
Colonel House is a Texan, although 
he lives most of the time in New 
York and Washington, in the same 
manner as a good many Senators who 
are supposed to be residents of parti- 
cular states and only get back home 
at election time. Thus Texas, which 
already has the place of Postmaster 
General in the Cabinet, is given a 
second portfolio in President Wilson’s 
official family. Politically Texas, in 
point of being conspicuous, ranks next 
to New Jersey. It may even become 
notorious in a short time, since it 
is probable that the Senatorial con- 
test will be enlivened by the demand 
of the partisans of former Senator 
Bailey that he be returned to the 
Senate. 


Convict LABOR 


The increasing tendency on the part 
of the state governments to use con- 
vict labor in works of public improve- 
ment, such as road construction, has 
caused the office of public roads of 
the Department of Agriculture to 
get in touch with the situation as it 
has been worked out in a number of 
states. The purpose of the federal 
government is to study the question 
with relation to the practical results 
obtained in road improvements, and 
these studies will begin in Colorado 
this month, and thereafter will be car- 
ried into Utah, Wyoming, Idaho, Ore- 
gon and Washington, Later the stud- 


ies will extend to Michigan, Illinois, 
New York, New Jersey, Oklahoma, 
Texas, Arizona and New Mexico and 
a number of southern states. This 
road work has been carried on by the 
states with an idea of demonstrating 
that the condition of the convict 
would improve by reason of employ- 
ment in the open. Wonderfully satis- 
factory results have been reported 
from Arizona as the result of the 
policy of Governor Hunt, while Illi- 
nois has also made satisfactory tests 
of the more humanitarian methods of 
treatment fot convicts, while afford- 
ing them privileges of out of door 
activities. The national government 
has gone on the scent with the idea 
of encouraging the movement provid- 
ing it can be fully demonstrated that 
the good roads movement can be ad- 
vanced in this manner. 


Tur Boy Scouts 


Among the advocates of universal 
peace is that splendid organization 
known as the Boy Scouts. Mr. James 
FE. West, Chief Scout Executive, 
proudly points to the fact that the 
scout movement has been organized 
in each of the countries now at war, 
with an enrollment of 350,000 boys, 
and that these boys, true to their 
scout oath and law, will be found in 
the midst of the strife, giving first 
aid, taking the place of the men called 
to war in gathering in the harvests 
and in proctecting women and chil- 
dren. 

He warns against unreliable dis- 
patches which may confound the 
scout activities with hostile move- 
ments and advises scouts in this coun- 
try to do all they can in giving pub- 
licity to the authorized dispatches 
showing the scouts engaged in hu- 
manitarian works made necessary by 
the ravages of war. 


Tur Lost Art oF “WaR CoRRESPON- 
DENTS” 

When the American fleet sailed for 
the Gulf of Mexico most of the met- 
ropolitan newspapers were represent- 
ed by special correspondents, who, 
after spending a week or two in the 
war zone were glad to find a boat re- 
turning to the dear old United States. 
Circumstances connected with the 
European War confirm the experi- 
ences of metropolitan newspapers at 
the time of the Mexican trouble, 
showing that the science of the “war 
correspondent” has become a “lost 
art.’ Richard Harding Davis, John 
Reed, Jack London and a few other 
gentlemen wrote entertainingly of 
the affairs of Vera Cruz, but the real 
stories the American people looked 
for hungrily were furnished by the 


Associated Press and other similar 
organizations. ‘‘Fine writing” will 
always be appreciated, but in hours of 
excitement the dot and dash of the 
telegraph instrument, prompted by 
live wire correspondents at the scene 
of the trouble, interested in telling the 
exact news, is the modern and more 
satisfactory method demanded by the 
American newspaper readers.  Be- 
sides this the scope of operations in 
modern warfare covers scores of 
miles, and long range guns make it 
almost impossible for one army to 
get near enough to another to be seen. 
The day of musketry charge and the 
slashing saber, and hand to hand 
fights has passed. The telegraph wire 
at the scene of battle is inevitably in 
the possession of the contending arm- 
ies, and military authorities do not 
permit interference by correspon- 
dents. In the case of European war- 
fare available telegraph lines if found 
at all, are apt to be hundreds of 
miles away from the scene of the 
struggle. The difficulties of news 
gathering never were greater in war 
matters than now. In order to con- 
trol the natural methods of communi- 
cation the case of Germany and its 
censorship is in point. However, that 
is not a new experience, since no 
foreign country knows even yet what 
happened at Mukden. Neither the 
Japanese nor the Russians would per- 
mit any writers near the scene. Be- 
sides that, no correspondent could of 
himself possibly know what was go- 
ing on over a territory so very many 
miles in extent. 


Wuat CITIES OWE 

The per capita indebtedness of 
New York City is $156.57. Cincin- 
nati; Omaha; Portland, Maine; and 
Galveston, Texas come next upon the 
list in respective order. The indebt- 
edness of the latter city is $113.24 
per capita. ‘Cities with a less showing 
are Detroit, Michigan, with a _ per 
capita indebtedness of $18.09; Wash- 
ington, D. C., $24.09; Johnstown, 
Pennsylvania, $8.92; !Denver, Colo- 
rado, $3.82; and Springfield, Missouri, 
$3-75-

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A Visit to the Gloucester Life Saving Station 


By N. HENRY SEABURG 


oP HE summer resident of the North Shore, who finds 
that he has an abundance of time upon his hands, 
will discover that a visit to the Gloucester Life-Saving 
Station will reveal a fountain of considerable interest to 
a landsman. Here one will see things, and learn things, 
that are certain to open one’s eyes in incredulity and 
fascination. We all admire the heroic life of a fire- 
man, but what must we think of that of the life-saver 
when we know of his strenuous career. Howling bliz- 
zards, foggy nights, inpenetrable snow-storms, and waves 
of gigantic formation are the forces against which the 
life-saver must always contend. Does not the life and 
work of these men who struggle fearlessly with the wild 
elements of Nature arouse the interest of the reader? 
If it does, then he should visit the Life-Saving Station 
and satisfy that awakened curiosity. 

There are many roads that one may take in order 
to get to the station. The main road from Manchester 
to Gloucester,—Summer street,—is perhaps, the ost ad- 
visable one for the automobilist. Another road suitable 
for the motor vehicle is Hesperus avenue, commencing 
at Magnolia Point, and joining the Gloucester road near 
the Life-Saving Station. Both of these roads furnish 
much that is interesting. sut the most delightful and 
picturesque way of reaching the Station is by the patrol- 
path leading from the white patrol-box at Rafe’s Chasr, 
and skirting the entire wooded coast to the watch-house, 
where there is another patrol-box. It is a somewhat long 
journey, but the beauty and charm of the views obtained 
by the visitor will sufficienty repay the extra amount of 
time and labor expended in traversing it. It is one long 
etretch of natural beauty. Norman’s Woe, Eastern Point, 
and numerous crafts of all descriptions all form such 
scenes of picturesqueness, that they will not soon be 
forgotten. 

The Life-Saving Station is situated in a small cove 
beside Dolliver’s Neck, and commands an ideal view of 
the entrance to Gloucester Harbor. It is a shingled 
building, painted a bluish-gray color. A square tower 
in the middle at once distinguishes it from a dwelling. 
A board-walk of heavy planks, with two tracks of three 
rails each, leads from the two large double-doors of the 
station into the water. It is upon these tracks that the 
life-boats, resting upon the slender frame-work of a truck, 
are quickly rolled into the sea when needed. It requires 
but the minimum of time for this act, and shows to what 
efficiency the work of life-saving has been reduced. It 
is necessary, too, for a few minutes of wasted time may 
mean the cost of many human lives. 

On the Sunday afternoon that I visited the station, 
I found everything outside, as well as inside, very quiet. 
(Afterwards I learned that all of the members of the 
crew, except those on duty, were asleep up-stairs.) En- 
tering the station, I saw, through two connecting doors, a 
stout, heavily built man in white canvas trousers, In 
dustriously engaged in paring apples. It was his “turn” 
as cook. I approached him and inquired if I was per- 
mitted to “look about.” He assured me that I was, and 


willingly accompanied me to the large room where the 
life-boats are housed. Here he explained to me the ex- 
cellent equipment for life-saving with which this station 
1s efficiently supplied. One will see things here that will 
undoubtedly tend to bring forth a torrent of eager 
questions. 

The room contained two, large up-to-date life-boats 
(another large life-boat was anchored a little way off 
the shore ) and the life-car. The life-car was the most 
interesting object, containing, as it does, the gun, the 
breeches-buoy, the different chests and coils of rope whici 
vary from one-quarter of an inch to an inch or so in 
thickness, the rockets, the charges for the gun, and nu- - 
crous other minor articles that are necessary. Each has 
its definite place in the black, strongly-built life-car. Oc- 
cassionally, when the car is reauired to be hauled so'ne 
distance, the services of a neighbor’s horse is necessary, 
and for this service the government recompenses the 
owner. 

In explaining the order in which the different ropes 
were shot out to a disabled craft, my inforrant showéed 
me a long, black paddle which was attached to the end of 
one of the ropes, and upon which was painted in white 
letters, in English on one side and in French on the 
other, directions for making fast the rones to the rast, 
o-. in case the ‘rasts are gone, to the hizhest part of the 
ship. About the subject of the signals used with this 
part of the work, I do not wish to write, as they are of 
too complex a nature. 

However, the reader must not think, that on account 
of ~-y enthusiasm about the life-car, the life-boats were 
not interesting. They were, and exceedingly so. Tne 
largest boat, which, I believe, my zuide said weirhed 
about 12,000 pounds, was a type of the latest construc- 
tion. It is self-baleable, i. e. it is so constructed that 
whatever water comes over the gunwales runs im ~edi- 
ately out of it through several small scuppers in the bot- 
ton of the boat. The other boat is a much lighter one, 
and consequently used more frequently since greater 
speed can be made with it. 

Attached to the ceiling is another s‘rall boat about 
five feet long, capable of holding three or four people, 
and which is sometimes used instead of the breecnes-buoy. 
The top of it is entirely covered over, and admittanc? to 
it is through a-trap-door on top of it. 

Now that I have briefly described the equipment of 
the Life-Saving Station, it is appropriate that I say a 
few words about the men who-use this equipment. Dur- 
ing the summer months eight men are stationed here, and 
another one issadded on the first of October Kach man 
takes his turn as cook, according to a definite arrange- 
ment. Watch and patrol-duty are also divided equally 
among the members of the crew. The coast between 
the watch-house and Rafe’s Chasm must be patroled twice 
every night during the summer months , and four times 
during the winter months, beginning the first of October. 
Cleaning and repairing the life-boats, and several other 
duties, fill‘up the rest of the time of the crew pretty 
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well. One experiences a pleasant feeling in going about 
the building, as everything is so neat and clean. 

That this Life-Saving Station is an important one 
may be judged from the number of crafts to which aid 
is rendered. The number for 1912, was, if I am not 
mistaken, 127; i. e. on the average of one about every 
three days throughout the year This may sound im- 
probable, but, when we consider that this’ number includes 
all service rendered to motor-boats as well as to large

schooners, it is more plausible. It is true, nevertheless, 
no matter how incredulous it seems. One would never 
imagine that the Life-Saving Service was so necessary in 
this age of wonderful ship-building. Facts prove other- 
wise. 

Before I conclude, I wish to express my gratitude io 
my guide, a native of Newburyport, who entertained me 
with much interesting information about his native town 
and Gloucester while he showed me about.

As one passes through the massive oak doors, one 
finds himself in a lobby or hall which opens directly into 
the main office. Being conducted first to the top floor of 
the building, one notices passing upward over the steel 
staircase that the building is as nearly fireproof as can be 
constructed. 

The codfish room is an interesting place, especially 
to dwellers away from the sea-shore. Here the salt 
codfish are prepared—the skin is deftly removed and 
each individual bone is extracted, leaving the clear, thick, 
steak like pieces of tender and appetizing fish.

Steel-filing cabinets, the most 
modern computing machines, together with the latest of- 
fice appliances of every description, show that everything 
is carried on in a businesslike way. As the products of 
the Davis company are sold exclusively to the consumer 
through their perfected mail order system, a large office 
force is required to take care of the immense amount of 
detail necessitated. 

In the reception room at the close of a trip through 
the Davis plant, Frank EF.
